The police and fire department 
had more than they could do to keep 
.order. There was a near riot In 
Weehlncton aquare when a prisoner 
was taken (rom the police, three 
other younx men were arrested and 
spent the nlxht at the police station, 
a^ others are to be summoned into 
court, and IS fire alarm boxes were 
pulled in. all but two belnx false 
alaraa. 

Of the two. one was for a larxe 
bam filled with hay. .known as the 
old Hardwick bam and owned by the 
estate of David J. Pierce. It was 
totally destroyed. 

Frederick O’Connor of Washington 
square discovered a ganx of boys 
about to aet fire to the storehouse of 
Edward W. Hunt, xrocer, in Washlnx- 
ton aquare. Had they not been dis- 
covered in time a serious conllaxra-< 
Uon would have been the result. Six 
still alarms were sent in. 

A larxe numbar of wagons were 
taken by boys, filled with barrels of 
tar and bay and set afire in the 
street. One was sot afire on the 
street railway track on Washington 
aquare about midnight and held up 
the cars for more than an hour. Boye 
broke into the Union Congregational 
• church and rang the bell until dis- 
persed by the police. Bella on the 
South Weymouth churches were rung 
steadily for over two hours. 

A number of two horse coal wagous 
owned by A. J. Richard* & Son were 
taken over Into Ehist .Braintree but 
the police rescued them before the 
boys had a cliance to set thorn afire. 
The remains of an express wagon and 
a barrel of tar, the latter stolen off 
a highway job, which were set ablaze 
at the intersection of Hunt and 


Waahlngton streets, reposed peaceful- 
ly on whMt was formerly * small 
graas plot ut that gpot. all day and 
were still in evidence this morninx, 
while the street department was busy 
cleaminx up the remains of bonfires 
in Washington square and other puiia 
of town this momlnx. 

The riot in Washington square was 
the result of a call tor Oombhatlon 
3, seat In by a special policeman to 
extinguish a fire built on the oar 
tracks. The crowd started to “josh” 
toe firemen and then attempted to 
prevent the man at the hydrant from 
turning on the water. When the 
stream was turned on part of the 
crowd, whether Intentionally or acci- 
dentally. was given a wetUax down 
and then toe trouble began. 

Part of a barrel of tar was dumped 
on toe flames and when the burning 
material ran down the rails it ef- 
fectually blocked the progress of the 
trolleys. Then the call for the fire- 
men was sent in, after which toe 
trouble blazed up. 

Someone cut the rope on the trol- 
ley pole, and as a result of the ex- 
citement It was well along toward 
2 o’clock before the car proceeded, 
under police . escort 

Patrolman Fitzgerald, who was on 
duty at the square, took three mem- 
bers of the riotous crew Into custody 
after consldenable trouble, and after 
spending the night In cells at tiie 
police station they were bailed out 
Thursday morning. They were to 
be presented in the District Court at 
Quincy todav. Patrolman Tbask was 
roughly handled by the crowd during 
the cxcltomont. 

Chief of Police Pratt slated to a 
Gazette reporter yesterday that war- 
rants would be sworn out today for 
every rioter known to the police and

hiimn)«r>hrndrd, ewenircked bell mare, 
slowly picking her way across the cor- 
ral at the femount station at Camp 
Zachary Taylor, followed by a Ion, 
string of mules walking In single file 
heads down and ears wagging, server 
as lllnstratlon for an officer attached 
to the big cantonment who had Jus' 
finished remarking that “horse nstnn 
and mule natnre and human natnn 
were mighty contrary things anywa) 
yon take them.” 

“Now take those mules,” he said. 
“The education of a pack mule is 
a thing that must be begun early. He 
has Just two purposes In life.* One 
Is to carry 225 pounds day after day 
patiently and uncomplainingly, and 
the other Is to follow the bell more 
of the train, regardless of where that 
animal may go. Well, there is In that 
corral an illustration of the effective- 
ness of our training. The old mnre 
has started after a drink of water, 
and there goes every dnd-blasted one 
of those fool mules after a drink of 
water.” 

Investigation revealed that the pack 
mule is not the only member of his 
family that has peculiarltlea that can 
be played npon or must be humored. 
It was learned that the larger mules, 
once teamed up or paired, must there- 
after be worked together if each Is not 
to Buffer a loss In efficiency. 

Mules of High Quality. 

The government requires three types 
of mules: Animals that weigh from 
1,150 to 1,250 pounds for wheel mnles ; 
mules that weigh from 050 to 1,150 for 
leads, and the little flat-necked, short- 
bodied mule which may weigh almost 
anything under 950 provided he has 
the legs to hold up the 225 pounds 
he Is supposed to carry. 

In this connection It might be re- 
marked that the comparative differ- 
once in the quality of horses and mules 
observed in the stables of the dif- 
fierent units at Camp Zachary Taylor 
imd In the corrals of tbe remount depot 
furnishes an excellent Illustration of 
the effects of the world war on the 
aunniy of such animals held In this 
country. 

The country has been combed for 
horses and good animals, which appar- 
ently are difficult to obtain. When the 
“good animals’* terms is used It means 
a cavalry horse true to type conforma- 
tion and having the ability to carry 
weight. It Is true some fine animals 
are to be seen among tbe horses now 
obtained by the army and the pro- 
portion of good artillery horses Is fair* 
ly high, 

The horse and the mule are not 
used Interchangeably by the array. 
Therefore the lack of good horses Is 
to the army men particularly lamenta- 
ble. If the task requlre.s quickness 
and courage, If It Is one that a sense 
of pride or a love of parade will carry 
through, the horse Is cho.sen. There- 
fore, the cavalry and artillery use only 
the horse. 

Use Mules for Hard Tasks. 

If there Is a hard, thankless Job to 
be done day after day through any con- 
ditions ami over all kinds of trails, if 
there must at times be short rations; 
then the mule gets the call. He will 
go forward uueomplulningly, doing 
more work day In and day out than 
any horse, and at night he will ask 
for 25 per cent less grain. Ho will 
thrive on this, and at the end of a 
hard campaign be squenllng’nnd kick- 
ing up his heels when the horse would 
be reduced to ineffectiveness. 

Whether horse or mule, every ani- 
mal bought for war duty must have 
been broken. When tbe animal gets 
Into the army there are so many things 
it roust he taught there Is no time to 
waste on rudimentary things. It first 
goes to the corrals of the remount 
depot, where It Is held with other ani- 
mals of the same general type and 
conformation until a requisition for 
animals of that sort Is received from 
some unit, to which It Is Issued. 

Then begins the animal’s real army 
training. As with a man, the first 
thing Is to drive the lesson home that 
the first duty is toward the group to 
which it Is assigned. In tbe man this 
soon becomes loyalty to the squad, the 
platqpn, tbe company and tbe regiment 
and results to team work. For 
tbe animal It means that the 
lesson is driven borne so relentlessly 
that It Is tbe duty of a wheeler, or a 
leader, or a numbw two or three (tbe 
boraes making up the middle team of 
a slx-borae artillery team) to do tbua 
and so, that an animal that has been 
through thia acbool will never do Ita 
moat effective work anywhere but In 
the poaiUon to which It waa accua- 
tomed In Ita training. 

To the cavalry bora# much tha 
same thing appilea. Pat him Into 
training, aecuatom him thoroughly to 
what la expected of him, and hla ridar 
may fall or be ahot froai the aaddle, 
aad In moet reset he will hold his poal- 
tlpo Aod thunder forward with the' rout 
ni tha corn maud 1 b the aaldat of tha 
charga. ,

A good many new houses look bleak 
and uninviting because of the lack of 
trees and shrubs around them. Or- 
dinarily It takes a few years for these 
to grow; so even If a start at plant- 
ing Is made at once, there Is a period 
of bareness before the new house la 
properly framed and screened. 

Often the homebuilder is able to 
select a lot that Is "wooded," as the 
real estate men say, and by preserv- 
ing the trees already on the site he 
gets at once a well-pinnted effect 

Whether the value of the land It- 
self Is increased by trees or not Is a 
subject given much thought by the 
students of real estate. The tree In 
the heart of the city is of little value. 
Unless placed in perfect relation to 
Its surroundings It may even be a 
detraction. As a rule, however, the 
real estate dealer appreciates the ex- 
istence of a strong influence which 
the tree In the abstract exerts on ap- 
parent real estate values In residence 
districts. 

Tress Help Salee. 

Subdivision operators assert that 
lots In a subdivision will sell faster 
with trees upon them, for the reason 
that the effect of a well-grown tree or 
tree group on a lot gives somehow a 
Bubstuntial appearance to the whole 
of the property. The sense of perma- 
nency attaching to the tree seems In 
the mind of the Iiomeseeker to spread 
to the house also. Thus the house a 
little farther down the atreet, built In

lawn and yard," la very often heard 
when talking of honae building. Per- 
hapa anyone ean — hut It lequlrea 
thought to plant and build In a way 
Ihat will give beauty, rest and ha^l 
mony. Too many people plant trees, 
hashes and flowers without regard to 
the buildings, scattering them pro- 
miscuously over the yard aa If each one 
were to be walked around and exam- 
ined for Bale. There la no heanty of 
design — Just a lot of trees and flowers.’ 

Qeed Plan Pirat Baaantlal. 

The first essential then for an at- 
tractive home Is a good plan for the 
entire Improvement. Whether the 
house Is large or small, and the 
grounds a city lot or a country ten 
acres, have a plan and try to make the 
whole a harmonious picture. 

Before drawing a line of the plans 
or driving a single stake for location, 
make a pencil sketch of the house and 
the grounds, locating the house, out- 
buildings, walks, shrubbery, garden 
and all appurtenances. 

The simple rules for planting, stated 
years ago but never Improved, are: 

1. Keep the center of the lawn open.

Have a grass plat, large or small, 
and keep it clear and smooth. Ar- 
range trees and shrubs to secure these 
open spaces. Flowers In the center 
of the lawn are like patches on the 
carpet. Put the blooming plants along 
the border that they may have a back- 
ground. Plant along the foundations 
of the house and outbuildings, so that 
these may be hidden by a muss of 
green. 

2. Plant In masses. 

Surround the yard with masses of 
shrubs and trees, giving glimpses of 
the home within. Flowers and shrubs 
appear best with green background. 

Most people are too stingy with 
their planting. Masses of spirea, hy- 
drangea, lilac, barberry, roses, welge- 



Ibe same style and Just as large, with 
DO tree on the lot, seems transient — 
of sudden growth. Of the two the 
prospective buyer is more likely to 
choose the one with the tree. ^ It 
would appear that trees do have an 
enhancing effect on real estate in resi- 
dence districts. 

It Is pointed out, however, that the 
need of removing trees Is fully as 
necessary at times as putting them In. 
Trees too near a house and In too 
great numbers will often obscure the 
house, render It dark Inside and give 
It an unkempt appearance. Then 
thinning becniiies necessary, and ex- 
perts say that it should be done with 
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Bald Muu — Where you live, are yon 
fellows known us boarders or paying 
guests?

great care, for here trees may work 
disastrous effect in the sale of prop- 
erty. 

In subdivision work. It la more often 
a question of putting In trees than of 
taking them out ; and yet the question 
of taking them out must he consid- 
ered. Farts of a tract have been ren- 
dered pour from the point of view of 
what would be termed thoroughly de- 
alruble home sites by having too many 
trees. When the ground is level too 
many trees mean dampness. Hence 
sdentifle thinning forms a portion of 
the real estate suhdlvider's study In 
making a wooded tract salable. It 
la pointed out In this cunoectiuo that 
It la a wise rule to save all the trea* 
on a tract of land. 


Ila, ayrlnga, geranium, etc., will be 
effective. The massing of color Is as 
important as that of kind. 

3. Avoid straight lines. 

Even slight curves are better than 
none. Borders may be curved here 
and there, and so break the monotony 
of the line. 

Hardy Plante Popular. 

Shrubs and -hardy plants are impu- 
lar, for they coat less and last longer 
than annuals. Most of them have 
beautiful flowers, at least in portions 
of the year. By proper selection there 
may be an unbroken succession of 
flowers from early spring till late fall. 

Use vines generously. They may be 
made to cover sunny corners or un- 
sightly buildings and fences. Most of 
them, when once started, require little 
attention and give beautiful results. 

The design Illustrated shows a prac- 
tical stucco residence, containing 
seven rooms, sun porch, pantry and 
hath. Size of main part Is 26 by 29 
feet ; aide porch projects 9 feet and 
the back porch pantry addition 6 feet 
Covered with a hip root and wide 
eaves, this bouse is a typical exam- 
ple of good, modern architecture.

PItH WAYS FOR FISH DAYS. 

One must learn how to Judge a flsh 
In the market and he able to tell a 
fresh one from the stale variety. The 
flesh must he flmi, eyes bright, as well 
as the gills. The man who likes flsh 
soft inoy have taste, hut It Is all bad. 

The sooner a flsh Is scaled after 
coming from the water the easier It Is 
done. Taken small 
sharp knife and 
scale from the tall 
to the head. Pour- 
ing boiling water 
over the flsh is re- 
commended as an 
easy way to loosen 
the scales, but the 
flsh must not lie 
in the water more than an instant. Hold 
knife In a slanting position while scal- 
ing and the work will be easier. One 
old fisherman uses a common curry 
comb to remove the scales; It hastens 
the process. 

Fish, after scaling, should be split 
and the entrails removed, washing 
thoroughly; but not allowing It to lie 
In the water, os It will soon lose Its 
flavor. Those of us who have eoten 
brook trout which have been caught, 
denned and fried within nn hour, 
know how delicious flsh can be. 

When flsh Is to be boiled, lay it In a 
thin piece of cheesecloth, tie it well 
and put Into a kettle of water. A bay 
leaf, pepper korns, onion or parsley 
may be used for seasoning. Simmer 
gently, allowing ten minutes to the 
pound for cooking. Lift out carefully, 
remove the cloth and garnish with lem- 
on quarters and parsley. 

To fry flsh, dip it In seasoned corn- 
meal, then fry in any sweet fat, seas- 
oning It well while cooking. 

Salt flsh should be soaked In water 
and softened by slow cooking; If boil- 
ed rapidly the fiber will be tCughened. 

Fish Salad. — Cut the pieces of boil- 
ed flsh In bits, or flake with two forks, 
season with lemon Juice and arrange 
lightly on a bed of watercress. Peel 
and boll three large potatoes; drain, 
mash and heat until light, season with 
salL two tablespoonfuls of corn oil, 
the yolks of two eggs well beaten 
and a tahlespoonful of vinegar, beat- 
ing well while adding. Pour this over 
the flsh nnil serve. 

Salt codfish, served In a white sauce, 
using sour cream In place of the usual 
milk. Is a most tasty dish.

When vegetables ore so plentiful | 
one need not fear monotony In the diet, j 
Green Peaa Cooked 
With Lettuce. — Have 
ready a quart of fresh 
peas and a head of let- 
tuce. Shred the leaves 
coarsely and place the 
peas over the fire In boil- 
ing water; add a small 
onion and a bunch of 
parsley, cover and cook 
for 2S minutes, or until 
the peas are tender. Re- 
move the onion and parsley. Cream 
a fourth of a cupful of fat Add a tea- 
apponful of salt, a fourth of a cupful of 
flour (com flour) and pepper to taste; 
•dd a little hot liquor from the peas 
and when smooth add to the dlah of 
peas and simmer six minutes. Just 
before serving add three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter substitute and turn Into 
a vegetable dish. Serve hot. 

Rochester Soup. — ^This Is a rich din- 
ner soup. Blanch two-thirds of a cupful 
of almonds, chop and pound In a mor- 
tar. Add gradually while pounding 
four tablespoonfuls of milk and a half 
teasiHionfuI of suit; then add three 
cupfuls of chicken stock, one sliced 
onion and throw stalks of celery brok- 
en in bits. Simmer an hour then rub 
through a sieve and bind with three 
tablespooufuls of butter substitute and 
three of flour well blended. Cook un- 
til the starch la well done and serve 
hot. 

Aspsrsgus Salad,~Tle a bunch of 
asparagus tips together and steam un- j 
til tender. Cut rings of tomato or red 
pepper, slip the stalks Into the lings, 
lay on a lettuce leaf and serve with 
salad dressing. 

Crsamsd Onions— Take two bunch- 
es of young green onions, cook and 
serve In a butter or while sauce as 
one does asparagus, making a moat 
tasty dish; serve on toast. A faw 
young onions with asparagus will help 
out when there la not enough of the 
asparagus td serve, and the combina- 
tion is especially good.

P UBLIC nttrntion hns, to some ex- 
tent, recently been turned back 
to the career an«I times of 
Thaddens Kosclusako. In EnR- 
land a measure of recoftnltlon baa 
been given to the virtues and accom- 
plishments of the Polish patriot. In 
the United States his contempomrlea 
and their descendants have paid trib- 
ute to his memory. Some Americans 
have Joined In testimonials, hut only In 
an inconspicuous way, ' while their 
government hns taken no oillcial cog- 
nisance of the proceedings at home or 
abroad. The apparent Indifference to 
the memory of this remarkable man 
by a nation to which he gave his serv- 
ices freely in a trying hour may be 
bastily attributed, in some quarters, to 
the proverbial ingratitude of republics, 
but the seeming neglect was doubtless 
very largely doe to the state of the 
times, and the Incessant demands on 
attention by important current events. 
Had conditions been normal, respect 
and honor would have been freely be- 
stowed upon the name of the great 
Pole. Time was when the United 
States vied with* his native land in ac- 
claiming him a hero. The opportunity 
of the nation to whom he proved a 
friend in need did not, however, wait 
upon the present revival of interest In 
him, nor will the gratitude of the peo- 
ple of that nation cense when the re- 
vival shall have spent Itself. The Unit- 
ed States can and will. In due season, 
pay Its debt to Poland in the name of 
Kosclussko with quite os much grace 
and quite ns much honor ns it is striv- 
ing to pay Its debt to France in the 
name of Lafayette. 

The part Koscitiszko played in the 
struggle of the colonies was made fa- 
miliar to the school children of other 
generations in the Fourth reader. 
There is little or nothing nl)out him lu 
the school renders of today. It was 
as* an engineer rather than as a war- 
rior that he proved most useful to 
Washington. History credits him with 
the planning of the fortifled camp of 
General Gates at Berals Heights, and 
to his skill Is attributed very largely 
the plans that made possible the vic- 
tory at Saratoga. He constructed the 
fortifications of West Point, and help- 
ed to make Greene’s campaign in the

MILITARY POST 
THAT WAS NAMED 
i FOR WASHINGTON 


Carlisle, Pa.. Claims to Have Had 
Within Its Limits a Station of Im- 
portance That Antedates the Nation- 
al Capital by Many Years — Made 
First Move for American Liberty. 


C ARLISLE, Pa., claims to have 
had within its limits the first 
place (Wushingtouhurg) in tlio 
United i^tutes to be nutued for 
George Wusliington and to have the 
oldest meeting liouse west of the Sus- 
quehanna, wherein the germ of Ameri- 
can lll)erty was conceived. 

Access to hidden records and facts 
long burled in state urcliives Is re- 
writing history and a lately discovered 
‘‘Uncompleted Paper” by the late 
Christian P. Hunirich, Esq., discloses 
the fact that on the present site of the 
United States Indian school ut Car- 
lisle In prerevolutionary times was an 
establishment of “recognized impor- 
tance, and of great liistorioal interest,” 
known us Wushingtonl)urg. 

No record is found in state or coun- 
ty of Its existence, but reseurcli shows 
that It was quite an important place 
and more than a suburb of Carlisle. 
It was a national and not a state es-

tabllshment, for "Col. Flower, Comrols- 
oary-Geueral of Military Htores,” re- 
questa that be might have “Carpenters, 
Farrlera, Gun Siultha, Tlumeu, Sad- 
dlers and Shoemskers" fur wurk ut 
this place. 

Coal Ussg Industrially. 

Dr. Charles F. Himes of Dickinson 
college writes: “It was. too, an up-to- 
date, or rather, away-aheud-of-date, 
•atablisbmeut, at least in regard to 
fuel employed, for anthracite coal from 
Wllkeabarre region was dusted down 
the Susquehanna and hauled iu wagons 
from Harris’ Ferry (Usrrtahurg) to 
this point. This was the first use of 
sui-h coal, on auch a scale, and for In- 
dusirial purposes.” Evidence of the 
large force of workmen employed is 
found tn a meat hill, dated February T, 
1781, (or IM bead of beef cattle to 
supply the artificers and others at 
Waabingtonburg, at the ‘^Continental 
porks near Carlisle.” 

Tkd cootcoUea to that this military 


post was the first place in the United 
States to be named for Washington 
and that its existence antedates by 
years Washington, D. C. 

When General Washington was In 
Carlisle during the whisky rebellion 
he, with Alexander Hamilton, wor 
shiped in the “Old Presbyterian Meet- 
ing House” on the public square in 
Carlisle, and it was in this identical 
meeting house, on July 12, 1774, a yeai 
before the Mecklenburg declaration, s 
public meeting of patriotic citizen! 
gathered from the town and surround- 
ing country, condemned the act of the 
British parliament and urged vigorous 
measures to correct the wrong. Col. 
.Tohn Montgomery was the presiding 
officer. James Wilson was present and 
was appointed one of tlie members of 
the committee to moot with other com- 
mittees to take action, lie was later a 
member of the Continental congress, a 
signor of the Declnnition nnd a justice 
of the Supreme court. Wing’s history 
states, “and wlien in the Continental 
congress he received instructions from 
his constituents in Cumberland county 
to advocate an entire separation from 
the mother country. Tills was prob- 
ably the first utterance of tliat senti- 
ment of the country.” 

Bancroft's Tribute to Wilson. 

Bancroft says of Wilson : “He was an 
ardent patriot, like many other emi- 
nent men of that day — not at first 
ovowedly In favor of severance from 
the mother country, but he desired It 
when he received definite instruction 
from his constituents.” 

Bellmnn, writing of the potency of 
this meeting held in the “Old Meeting 
House” on July 12, 1774, says; “The 
Influence, therefore, of the meeting, or 
of subsequent instructions to which it 
gave rise, seems to have determined 
the action of Pennsylvania in that 
great crisis which men even like Jolm 
Dickinson were too timid or too cow- 
ardly to meet.” 

The vote of James Wilson deter- 
mined the vote of Pennsylvania. Had 
Pennsylvania fulled to accept the reso- 
lution we today would be under an- 
other flag. 

Philadelphia may be considered ‘The 
birthplace of Amerl<‘nn liberty,” but 
its conception In the “Old Presbyterian 
Meeting House.” tn Carlisle, Cumber- 
land county, Pennsylvania, made It 
possible to be liorn. 

The Seoteh-Irlsh part In the Revolu- 
tionary war and the events preceding 
it is becoming more apparent aad im- 
portant, and tlie actions taken in the 
Presliyterlan meeting houses through- 
out Pennsylvania are vital to historic 
recltuL 

Principle Must Be Adhered To. 

One of the statesmen who fashioned 
this government upon Its broad lines 
(hat have endured left us the guiding 
words that “eternal vigilance Is the 
price of liberty,” and we should bold 
fast to that in all our future; that 
vigilance which shall make us pre- 
pared in peace for possilile war, pre- 
liared tn war for promised peace, and 
watchful both in peace and war for 
the principles and the policies which 
have safeguarded the constitution and 
which will have, if anything will save, 
our republic till nations are no more. 

Put His Amsrlcanism FirsL 

‘Tou must remember.” said he who 
first came to us as Marquis de la Fay- 
ette when he was asked by wbst title 
he preferred to be addressed when be 
was last on these shores, “that 1 nm 
an American general.” 

He bad renounced meanwhile one 
of the proudest patents of nobility in 
France that be might feel stronger 
aitblu him the call of freedom. The 
reply Is charaetertsric of his vhato 
outlook of Ufa. 


D id you know that a hoy, • 
young lad, the grandson of the 
old bellmnn at the stale house, 
Philadelphia, helped to pro- 
claim the liberty of the United States? 
Every hoy In the country should be 
proud that a boy like him was the one 
chosen to give the signal to “Proclaim 
liberty throughout the land and unto 
ail the Inhabitants thereof!” 

The story of this great day Is told In 
a charming manner in the verses that 
follow: 

There was tumult in the city. 

In the quaint old Quaker town. 

And the streets were rife with peopla 
Pacing restless up and down; 

People gathering at corners, 

Where they whispered each to each, 
And the Bwent stood on their templeSb 
With the earnestness of speech. 

As the bleak Atlantic currents 
(jssh the wild Newfoundland shore, 

So they beat against the Statehouse,

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Kosciuaxko. 

South a success. Congress recognized 
the value of liis services, nnd tried to 
sliow adequate appreciation of them. 
He was given u vote of tlionks and 
breveted a brigadier general. When 
the American cause triumphed he de- 
cided to depart for Poland. 

Kosciuszko returned to a Poland that 
was outrugi-d, torn, and stripped. He 
plunged into wliat seemed a hopeless 
situation, and would have saved it. 
were it. not for the weakness of Stan- 
islaus, who coneludiHl a humiliating 
p«*aee. When the second partition oc- 
curred, In 179.3, a general rising of the 
population took place, and Kosciuszko 
was made dictator. For a time he 
swept everytliing before him ; the Rus- 
siuo garrison at Warsaw was wiped 
out; success for his cause seemed al- 
most assured. Tlien a Prussiuu army 
entered tlie country from one side and 
two Russian armies from the other, 
and, after a gallant struggle, the I'oles 
suffered a crushing defeat at Mucieo- 
wlce, where tlieir commander fell, cov- 
ered with wounds. 

He arose again, however, and, after 
imprisonment in St. Petersburg, was 
set free by the Emiieror Paul, from 
whom he refustM] a commission. In the 
course of time he revisited the United 
States, received a pension and a parcel 
of land, and was given popular as well 
as public honors, hut be was not eon- 
tented. He could nut reconcile himself 
to tlie alien law. At length he settled 
quietly In Switzeriuud, and one of bis 
last acts was the granting of freedom 
to the serfs on his paternal estate. 

Tbaddeus Kostrlusxku’s name is in- 
delibly written, not only iu the his- 
tory, but in the nomeuclature of the 
United States. The Americans of his 
time, the pioneers and uatiou-butiders. 
were not unmindful of or indifferent 
to his seni'lees, and they strove to 
prove their gratitude by naming after 
him many counties sad towns.— Cblto- 
tton Scleuiw Mooltor.

PRECIOUS OLD FLAG 


Rtlie of Continental Army, Recently 
Found, Beeme to Havo Been 
Mireeulouely Preserved. 

So great wan the interest shown In 
the battle flag of the Continental army, 
found between the wails of an old 
building, that it is prohalde an ef- 
fort will be made to have the flag dis- 
pla.ved in some pultlic building as a 
permanent memorial of the Revolution, 
says the New .York Times. 

The banner was found wrapped In 
the buff and blue uniform cont of a 
Continental soldier. Motlis had con- 
sumed much of tlie woolen garment, 
hut the flag, being made of linen, la 
still in excellent condition. 

The flag was found liy Michael Ln 
Vista in an old building which he 
owns. He took the flag to B. M. 
Shepard, bead of the Dobbs Ferry pub-

In in OanatqwtneM That Conflict

sunset 14.3 years 
ago, a few hun- 
dred American 
troops stacked 
their guns, threw 
off their packs, 
seised their 
trenching tools, 
and set to work 
with great s|>irit 
At midnight Bos- 
ton was burled In sleep. The sentry’s 
cry of “All’s well I” could be heard dis- 
tinctly from its shores. 

At dawn, 143 years ago, the Ameri- 
cans at work wore seen by the sallnrs 
on Ijoard the British slilps of war nnd 
the alarm was given. 'The captain of 
the Lively, the nearest ship, wlfhout 
waiting for orders, put n spring upon 
her cable nnd, bringing her guns to 
hear, opened n fire upon tlio hill. One 
man, nniong n nuinher who had incau- 
tiously ventured outside, was killed. A 
suhnitern reported his death to Colonel 
Prescott nnd nsked whnt was to be 
done. “Bury lilm,” was the reply. 

It wn.H tlie first fatality In the hnttlo 
of Bunker Hill, one of the most mo- 
mentous conflicts In our Revolutionary 
history. It wns tlie first regular hnttlo 
between the British nnd the Americans 
nnd most eventful In Its con.scquences. 
The Brlll.sh had ridiculed nnd desplHe<l 
their enemy, representing them ns das- 
tardly nnd Inefficient ; yet here tlie best 
British troops, led on by experienced 
officers, were repentedly repulsed by 
an Inferior force of thnt enemy — mere 
ypomnnry — from works thrown up in a 
single night, nnd suffered n loss rarely 
paralleled In battle with the most vet- 
eran soldiers. According to their own 
returns their killed nnd wounded, out 
of a detnehment of 2,000 men, nmount- 
ed to 1,054, nnd n large proportion of 
them officers. The loss of the Ameri- 
cans was 411 out of 1..500 men en- 
gaged. So the number of cn.sunltles In 
this battle wns more than 30 per cent

At 
Waterloo the British loss wns less 
than 94 per cent.

A gallant loyalist of Blnssnchusetts, 
who fought so well for King George 
that he rose to be a full general In the 
British army, regarded Bunker Hill as 
a transnetinn wliich controlled every- 
thing that followed. “You could not.” 
be would suy to Ids friends on tlie oth- 
er side, “have succeeded without it." 

•The rebeds,” Gage wrote a week af- 
ter the battle, “are shown not to be the 
disorderly rabble too many have sup- 
posed. In all their wars against the 
French they liuve showed no sucli con- 
duct and iM’rseverancc us tliey do now. 
Tliey do not see that they liuve ex- 
changed lilierly for tyranny. No p»H>- 
ple were ever governed more absolute- 
ly than the American provinces now 
are; and no reason can he given for 
(heir submission but liiat It is a ty- 
ruuny which they have erected tbeiu- 
aelves.” 

Bunker Hill exhibited the Amerleans 
to all tlie world us a people to be 
courted by allies and counted with by 
foes. It was a marvel tliat ao many 
grmed citizens bud been gut together 
go quickly and still a greater iiiurvel 
that they bud atayed together ao long. 

Move Forced on British. 

After the engagement at Lexington 
on April 10 tbe British force under 
General Gage was Increased to 10,000 
men by the arrival of Generals iluwe. 
Clinton, and Burgoyne with their com- 
mands from England. These occupied 
the town of Boston on a peninsula ex- 
tending Into the harbor. The naval 
forcea conalsted of tbe Falcon, Lively, 
Bomeraet, Hymmetry. Glasgow, and 
four floating butteries. Across tbe 
Cbarles river, at Cambridge, and on 
tbe surrounding bills, were encamped 
between 16,000 and 20,000 undlacl- 
plined Americans. Tbe British, thus cut 
•S from communication with the mala- 
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land, were seriously hampered for pn 
visions, and General Gnge ennten 
plated a movement to occupy (he see 
eral heights near Charlestown, nl Dor 
Chester, nnd adjacent potnta. 

The arrival of such a formldnhb 
force of ihe enemy caused the graved 
concern to the enlonlsts. It wr.s ru 
mured thnt the British would sally fori? 
from Boston nnd burn the neighboring 
towns. It wns to prevent this thnt ths 
Amerlcnns determined to fortify Bun- 
ker Hill; for. If the British should get 
out of the city nnd Intrench upon DoPi 
cheater Heights to the south of Bos- 
ton, the Continental position would ba 
made untenable. 

Praacett'a Gallant AcL 

Not an unnecessary sound was mndo 
during the long hours of tho night of 
June 10, 1775, nnd when dawn came In- 
tronchinents six feet high along tho 
sl<lc of tlie hill were disclosed. In tho 
face of the fire from the enemy ships 
nnd by the lottery on Copp’s Hill tho 
Americans kept steiullly nt work com- 
pleting their Intrenclunents nnd, when 
there was n slight show of fnlterlng nft- 
cr n siuit better 
directed thnn ths 
Olliers hnd dnno 
some execution tn 
the trenches, I'res- 
dcott himself

Tliey cliangod 
their attitude on ttds point wlien tliey 
arrived within n few hundred feet of 
the redoulit. The Arnerlo.'ins hnd been 
silent, hut they had been or'lered to 
refrnln from firing until the rominnnd 
wns given. Tliu.s It wns the I’.rltlsh, 
ndvnneing over tiie op*'n streti h <>t 
ground, panting from tlie h^nt nnd the 
weight of their knapsacks, licard the 
word "Fire!” nt the moment of tlieir 
' supreme confidence, nnd recoileil before 
n volley that mowed down many of 
their number. 

British Line Decimated. 

A deadly fire was poured into the 
British columns, the marksmen of the 
I Ameri<*nns picking off tlie otfleers. 
Along the wliole line of fortlrteatlon.s, 
from tlie rail f(*iiee to tlie redoubt, the 
British troops were soon in retreat. 

The British columns advanced a 

ond time and once more were met wUh 
deadly fire. Now, liowever, they were 
prepared for it ; although staggered by 
the shock, they soon rallied and c.m- 
tlnued their advance. The .Vmcrieans 
fired with such rapidity tliat it seemed 
as If a coutiauou.s I 

stream of lire ^ 

poured out from 
the redoubt. 

Bravely the Brit- 
ish struggled to . i 

cross the open 
place In front of 
their enemy’s po- 
sition, hut were 
forced to give up a k 

tho attempt, nnd 
tieil precl|)ltutcly 
to the boats. 

Although tho j 1 1 

field wns strewn 
with tlieir deail, 
the British ugala JaElM'TlI'lif. 
attempted to take Qaneral Warren’s 


the American po- Monument 
sition. Prescott 

hnd sent for re-enforcements early in 
the day, and John Stark, with Ids New 
lluinpshlre ooinpuny, hud courageously 
crossed Ciinrlestown Neck under a se- 
vere fire from the enemy. But tho haz- 
ard of the attempt deterred oilier com- 
innndors from bringing troops to the 
support of the brave Prescott. 

With amiiiunitton almost exhausted 
nnd troops tired out from tlie struin to 
which they hnd been subjected, Pres- 
cott realized (lie futility of holding bis 
position In Ihe face of repeated at- 
tacks by tho reformed and re-enforced 
British lines. Nevertheless he deter- 
mined again to measure his strength 
with tho adversary ; and, with a com- 
niuiid to his men to make every shot 
tell, he awaited the advance of tho 
British. Again the latter were per- 
mitted to advance within twenty yards 
of the American works before they 
were Bred upon. Tbe Britlab line was 
broken, hut atlll It advanced. With 
their powder now quite exhausted, the 
Americans met tlieir opponents with 
dubbed muskets and bayonets. 

The odds were too great and Pres- 
cott ordered his men to retreat. It 
was In doing this that tbe Ameiirans 
suffered tbdr heaviest loss; among 
others who fell was Warren, one of 
the most cherished ot tbe popular lead- 
art.

In 
addition to that, the department of 
agriculture has an army of home dera- 
onstnitors, experts In canning, who are 
anxious to give practical, first-hand In- 
struction, and one of whom is within 
reach of pracficiilly every housewife In 
the United States. 

Operation and Equipment. 

The operation Is simple. Means of 
Instruction are adeejuate and easily 
Bvailahle. The <‘(|ulpment Is neither 
expensive nor hard to find. An or- 
dinary wash boiler with some strips of 
board at the bottom Is as good u can- 
ning boiler us cun be found. There is 
no equipment required in canning be- 
yond the ordinary articles to be found 
In the average household. 

The things that must not be so read- 
ily dismissed Is the duty of everybody 
to see to It that all fruits and vege- 
tables nut required for immediate use 
shall be canned and carried over into 
the winter, to Increase the food supply 
of a world that, for some time to come, 
cannot be very far from the verge of 
hunger. 

There U, aa everybody knowa, a 
shortage of available labor for food 
production.

A gns helmet is made of cloth, treat- 
ed with chemicnls. There are two win- 
dows, or glass eyes. In It, through which 
you can see. Inside there is a ruhber- 
covered tube, which goes In the mouth. 
Tou breathe through your nose; the 
cas, passing through the cloth helmet. 
Is neutralised by the action of the < 
chemicnls. The foul air is exhaled 
through the tube In the mouth, this 
tube being so constructed that it pre- 
vents the inhaling of the outside air or 
gas. One helmet Is good for five hours 
of the strongest gas. Each Tommy 
carrion two of them slung around his 
shoulder In a waterproof canvas hag. 
He must wear this bag at all times, 
oven while sleeping. To change a de- 
fective helmet, you take out the new 
one, hold your breath, pull the old one 
off, placing the new one over your 
head, tucking In the loose ends under 
the collar of your tunic. 

For a minute, pandemonium reigned 
In our trench — Tommies adjusting 
their helmets, bombers running here 
nnd there, nnd men turning nut of the 
dugouts with fixed bayonets, to man 
the fire step. 

lie-enforcements were pouring out of 
the communication trenches. 

Our gun’s crew were busy mounting 
the machine gun on the parapet nnd 
bringing up extra auimunltion from 
the dugout. 

German gas lq_henvler than nlr nnd 
anon fills the trenches nnd dugouts, 
where It has been known to lurk for 
two or three days, until the nlr Is puri- 
fied by means of large chemical spray- 
ers. 

•We had to work quickly, ns Fritz 
generally follows the gns with an In- 
fantry attack. 

A company man on our right was 
too slow in getting on his helmet; he 
sank to the ground, clutching at his 
throat, and after n few spasmodic 
twistings went West (died). It was 
borrible to see him die, but we were 
powerless to help him. In the corner 
of a traverse, a little, muddy cur dog, 
one of the company's pets, was lying 
dead, with his paws over his no.se. 

It's the animals that suffer the most 
—the horses, mules, cattle, dogs, cats 
and rats — they having no helmets to 
anve them. Tommy does not sympa- 
thize with rats in a gns attack. 

At times gas has been known to 
travel, with dire results, fifteen miles 
behind the lines. 

A gas, or smoke helmet, as it is 
calle<l, at tiu* best Is ii vlle-smelling 
thing, and it is not long before one gets 
u violent lieadaehe from wearing it. 

t>ur »-iglilei‘n-pouinlers were burst- 
ing In No .Man's Land, in an effort, by 
the artillery, to disperse the gas 
clouds. 

The fire step was litied with crouch- 
ing men, liayoiiets fixed, and bombs 
near at band to re|)el the expected at- 
tack. 

Our artillery had put a barrage of 
curtain fire on the German lines, to try 
nnd break u|) their attack and keep 
bai'k re-enforeements. 

1 trained my machine gun on their 
trencli and its bullets were raking the 
parapet. 

Then over they came, bayonets glls- 
teniitg. In their respirators, which 
liave a large snout In front, they look- 
ed like some horrible nightmare. 

All abmg our trench, rifles and ma- 
chine gnus s|)oke, our shrapuel was 
bursting over their heads. They went 
down In heaps, but new ones took the 
places of the fallen. Nothing could 
■top that mud rush. The Germans 
reached our barbed wire, which had 
previously been demolished by their 
shells, then it was bomb against bomb, 
•nd the devil for all. 

Suddenly my head seemed to burst 
from a loud ''crack'' in my ear. Then 
iny head began to swim, throat gut 
dry, and a heavy pressure on the lungs 
warned me that my helmet was leak- 
ing. Turidng by gun over to .N'o. 'J, I 
changtHl helmets. 

The trench started to wind like a 
snake, and sandbags appeared to be 
floating in tbe air. The noise was hor- 
rible; I sank onto the tire step, needles 
•eemed to be pricking my tlesb, then 
blackness. 

I was awakened by one of my mutes 
removing my amoke helmet. How de- 
lIHoos that cool, fresh air felt iu my 
lungs. 


A strong wind hud arisen and dis- 
persed the gns. 

They told me that I had been "out” 
for three hours; they thought I was 
dead. 

The attack had been repulsed after 
a hard fight. Twice the Germans had 
gained n foothold In our trench, but 
had been driven out by counter-at- 
tnck.s. The trench was filled with their 
dead nnd ours. Through a periscope 
I counted eighteen dead Germans In 
our wire ; they were a ghastly sight In 
their horrible-looking respirators. 

I examined my first smoke helmet. 
A bullet had gone through it on the 
loft side, just grazing my ear. The 
gas had penetrated through the hole 
made In the cloth. 

Out of our crew of six we lost two 
killed and two wounded. 

That night we hurled all of the dead, 
excepting those In No Man’s Land. In 
death there is not mneh distinction ; 
friend and foe are treated alike. 

After the wind had dispersed the 
gns the II. A. M. C. got busy with their 
cliemieni sprayers, spraying out the 
dugouts and low parts of the trenches 
to dissipate any fumes of the Gorman 
gas which may have been lurking In 
same. 

Two days after the gas attack I was 
sent to division headquarters, in an- 
swer to an order requesting that cap- 
tains of units should detail a man 
whom they thought capable of passing 
an examination for the divisiouul in- 
telligence department. 

Before leaving for this assignment 
I went along the front-line trench say- 
ing gnod-hy to my mates and lording it 
over them, telling them that 1 hud 
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A Gas Helmet. 

clirkeil n cushy job bebiml the lines, 
nnd bow sorry I felt that they bad to 
stay in tbe front line ami argue out the 
war with Fritz. They were envious 
l>ut still good-natured, and as 1 left the 
trencli to go to tlie rear they shouted 
after me : 

"tlooil luck, Vank, old hoy; don’t 
forget to send up a few fags to your 
old mates.” 

I promised to do this and left. 

1 reported at hemhiuarters with six- 
ttHMi others and passed the required ex- 
amination. Out of the sixteen uppll- 
eutits four were selected. 

I was highly elated heeause I was, I 
thought. In fur a cushy job buck at the 
base. 

The next morning the four re|iorled 
to division headquarters for instruc- 
tions. Two of the men were sent to 
large towns in the rear of the lines 
with an easy job. When it came our 
turn tbe officer told us we were good 
men and had passed a very creditable 
examiuatiuu. 

My tin bat began to get too small 
for me, and I noted that tbe other man, 
Atwell by name, was sticking ids chest 
out mure than usual. 

Tile officer continued : "I tidnk I can 
use you two men to great advantage 
In I lie frout line. Here are your orders 
and iiistruetious. also tlie puss wlilcli 
gives you full uutliurity as simh-IuI M. 
1'. detailed uu intelligeuce work. Ue- 
port at the front Hue uecurdiug to your 
instructions. It is risky work and I 
wi-li you both the best of luck." 

My heart dropi^^d to zero and At- 
well's face was a study. We saluted 
and left. 

That wishing us the “best of luck" 
sounded very uminuus In our ears; If 
be hud said “1 wish you both a awift 


and painless death" It would have been 
more to the point. 

When we had read our instructions 
we knew we were In for It good and 
plenty. 

What Atwell said Is not fit for pub- 
lication, but I strongly seconded his 
opinion of the war, army and divisional 
headquarters In general. 

After a bit our spirits rose. We were 
full-fledged spy-catchers, because eur 
Instructions nnd orders, said so. 

We lmme<llntely reported to the 
nearest French estnininet and had sev- 
eral glasses of muddy water, which 
they called beer. After drinking eur 
beer we left the cstnminet and hailed 
an empty ambulance. 

After showing the driver our passes 
we got in. The driver was going to the 
part of the line where we had to re- 
port. 

How the wounded ever survived a 
ride in that ambulance was inexplica- 
ble to me. It was worse than riding on 
a gun carriage over a rock road. 

The driver of the ambulance was a 
corporal of the R. A. M. C., and he 
had the “wind up," that la, he had an 
aversion to being under fire. 

I was riding on the seat with him 
while Atwell was sitting In the ambu- 
lance, with his legs hanging out of the 
back. 

As we passed through n shell-de- 
stroyed village a mounted military po- 
liceman stopped us and Informed the 
driver to be very careful when we got 
out on the open road, ns It was very 
dangerous, because the Germans lately 
had acquired the habit of shelling it. 
The corporal asked the trooper If there 
was any other way around, and was 
Informed that there was not. Upon 
this he got very nervous nnd wanted to 
turn buck, but we insisted that he pro- 
ceed nnd explained to him that he 
would get Into serious trouble with his 
commanding officer If he returned 
without orders; we wanted to ride, 
not walk. 

From his conversnion we learned 
that he had recently come from Eng- 
land with a draft and had never been 
under fire, hence ills nervonsness. 

Wc convinced him that there was not 
much danger, and he appeared greatly 
relieved. 

When we at last turned Into the open 
road we were not so cotilldent. On 
each side there had been a line of 
trees, but now, all that was left of 
them were torn nnd buttered stumps. 
The ffehls on each side of the road 
were dotted with recent shell boles, 
and we passed several In the road It- 
self. We had gone about half a mile 
when a sliell came whistling through 
the nlr and burst in a field about three 
hundred yards to our right. Another 
soon followed this one und burst on 
the edge of the road about four hun- 
dred yards in front of us. 

I told tbe driver to throw in his 
speed clutch, ns we must be in sight 
of the Germans. I knew the signs; 
that battery was ranging for us, und 
the quicker we gut out of its zone of 
fire the better. The driver was trem- 
bling like a leaf, and every minute I 
expected him to pile u.s np iu tbe ditch. 
I preferred the German tire. 

In tbe back Atwell was bolding onto 
tbe straps fur dear life, und was sing- 
ing at tlie tup of ills voice: 

We beat you at the Marns, 

We bent you at the Alsne, 

We save you hell at Neuve Chapelle, 
And here we are aBuin. 

Just then we hit a small shell bole 
and nearly capsized. Upon a loud 
yell from tbe rear I looked behind, nnd 
there wa.s Atwell sitting In tbe middle 
of tbe road, sluiking bis list at us. His 
equipment, which be liiol taken off 
upon getting into the ambulance, was 
strung out on the ground, und his rtffe 
was in the ditch.

He explained the or- 
igin as follows: “There nre two opin- 
ions ns to how the custom originated. 
One of the stories Is that In ancient 
times the Japanese attached ’maru’ 
to the name of anything highly prised. 
It was first applied to a ship’s name 
about 2,000 years ago, when the Em- 
rpress Jingo sent an expedition to 
'Korea. She mhled the word to the 
name of the ship that transported the 
trooiM to Korea. Ever since then 
*Maru' has been part of the name of 
every steamship or sailing vessel. It 
Is never used with the name of a war- 
ship." — Fishing Gazette. 

Snowy Owls In Nebraska. 

The appearance of snowy owls, a 
rare occurrence, Is reported In Nebras- 
ka. These remarkable and remark- 
ably beautiful birds come from the 
Arctic regions. Only four previous 
visitations have been recorded In the 
ornithological history of the country. 
The snowy owl is a bird of wonderful 
plumage, is about two feet In height, 
and Is more likely to be found roosting 
on a straw stack or a hummock of 
aome sort than In the branches of 
trees. — ^The Argonaut.

Formerly this 
left-over material was considered to 
be a hothersume waste; now it Is util- 
ized, every bit of It. As It is gath- 
ered from the vnts the yenst is of a 
dirty, gruy-brown color. Tlie first op- 
eration is to dye It and then ,to work 
It over until It assumes the form of 
powder uud cun he hot pressed Into 
any worm. In this stage it Is called 
"ernollth.” It may he saved, scrapeil, 
filed, drilled, engraved, turned to an 
edge and polished. — Popular Science 
Monthly.

Rpolds Post 58 Was Organized Fifty Years Ago 

Jaly t4, 1868 


—In Ui« iMuilTernary column today 
it a brief announcement of the dew- 
cation of the Soldiers’ Monument oO 
years ajto, and next Monday erenlnx 
ReynoMt Post. No. 68. Grand Army 
of the Republic, will cedebrate the 
Wth annlTersary of its organisation.

Bast Weymouth, at 6 P. M., • 
quet at 6 o’clock, to 'be followed at 
7.80 with addresses and music. The 
principal address will J>e by BenM- 
mln O. Seaboyer. the adjutant at the 
Soldiers’ Home at Chelsea. Among 
the inThed guesto will be the 
partment offlctsls and oflllcers ^“e 
allied patriotic organisations of Wey- 
mouth. A general Inyltation is «- 
tended to the public to attend the 
evening entertainment at 7.30. 

It was on July 14, 1868, al»ut 
three years after the close of the 
Civil War. timt Reynolds Post was 
organised with ten charter members, 
as follows:

All of these have answered the 
Judgment roll on high, and Reynolds 
Post which In 1881 had 822 members 
now has less than 70. . . . 

Ihe name "Reynolds” was adopted 
by the Post In honor of Major-Gen- 
eral John F. Reynolds, at the sug- 
gestion of the first Commander. 


James L. Bates, and other comrsdes 
•aho had served under the gallant 
and lamented commander of the First 
Army Corps. 

At one time there were two Grand 
Army Poets in the town of Wey- 
mouth. but in August 1873. Lincoln 
Post, No. 40. located at North Wey- 
mouth. was transferred to Reynolds 
IVMt. The <UDton thus pleasantly ac- 
complished was a Judicious movement 
and has resulted in enlarged facili- 
ties for charity and uaefhlneas. 

Reynolds Poat became a corpora- 
tion under the laws of the Conunon- 
wealth on August 21. 1883. to be 
known as “Reynolds Post 68, Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, Grand Army 
of the Republic.” 

The Relief Fund and property of 
the Post is under control of the 
corporation through a board of seven 
directors, a treasurer and a clerk, 
all of whom are chosen annually by 
the association on the third Tuesday 
in January o' each year. 

Comrades become members of the 
corporation by vote of the aasocla- 
ilon and subscribing to the by-laws. 

The treasury in 1910 had funds | 
and property to 'the amount of $10,-' 
288.69, but this has been reduced by 
the payment of relief.

liefore the wedding takes place, all 
he tradespeople within a radius of 
on inile.s are notified, and all the rela- 
tives within 1,000 miles, and the groom 
is servcfl with a nollce to slay away 
from the scene of operation until the 
fatal momeut arrives when he Is to 
litind over the ring and his froetlom. 

There are two kinds of weddings — 
hou.se and church. When a wedding Is 
held in a house, a prominent circus 
iniiu Is consulted, and he sends his 
'uain tent, which, after having been 
tlared in the back yard, is filled with 
.vnltcrs, wines and relatives. Also sev- 
eml other people W’ho, having been 
forced against their will to buy wetl- 
Ifng presents, felt it Incumbent upon 
iheni to come and locate the position 
)f said wedding presents In order to 
letermlne ju.st whore they stand with 
(he family of the bride. In the front 
')f the house Is also placed a canvas,

Wonderful Bridge Spans Danube. 

The stretch of the Danube between 
Russia and IJulgHria, through Itou- 
manlu, iwsses two great works, ancient 
and modern, in close proximity. 

One Is Trajan’s wall, a double ram- 
part of earth extending from the river 
to the Roumuniun Black sea |>ort. Con- 
stanza. 

Just below this the Danube- la 
crossed by the great railway bridge of 
the Buchurest-Coustauza line, one of 
the must wonderful engineering tri- 
umphs of the modern world. 

This bridge is over 2*4 miles long. 
The biggest of its 68 spans Is a canti- 
lever of over 200 yards, crossing the 
main stream.

MUFfiER CARE IS 
IMNUTANT ITEM 


Cleveland Auto School Head 
Gives Its Purpose, Construc- 
tion and Troubles.

CLOGGING IS DUE TO SOOT 


May Be Caused by Too Rich a Mix- 
ture From Carburetor, Indicated 
by Black Smoke From Exhaust 
—Best to Let It Alone. 

What la the purpose of the muf- 
fler, what care does It require and 
to what troubles la it auhject are quea- 
tlouH frequently asked of Clyde H. 
Pratt, preKident of the Cleveland Au- 
tomobile aehool. 

The purpose of the muffler, he aaya, 
la to dimiiilHli the noiae of the ex- 
bausL The gaa eacapea from the ex- 
hauHt valve at high presHure and 
the resulting noiae la disugreeuble 
UulesH IUIh muffled. 

It la neceasary to reduce the prea- 
aure from eaeli exploKlon and to allow 
the gua to eaeupe ao that a great deal 
of ita force la diaaipated and ita dia- 
JointiHl nature completely changed. 
The guN then puaaea out quietly with 
only u alight pulautiou or tlirubhing. 

The methoda by which tbia is 
brought about ure aimple. A gua puaa- 
Ing along un ordinary pipe would be 
slowed down and apreud out. But thia 
arrangement would require too long a 
pipe. So baffle-plutea are used to 
make the gua turn corners and force 
its way through amull boles in the 
plates. 

In some mufflers the gas enters an 
expunalon chamber. All thia time It 
ia losing heat and so contracting and 
thuH it slows down more and more. 
The final effect ia, aa stated, to buve 
the gua issue from the muffler Ui a 
steady, quiet manner. 

Lot Muffler Alone. 

The care of the muffler la to leave 
It aluue until It ht-c^'uineH clogged. It 
does Its work without attention and 
rt quires nothing from tlie driver. Tbt 
only time we think of It is when we 
wish Ui find out if the engine Is miss- 
ing explosions. Then we cut out the 
uiuffler and listen to the suuud of thf 
exhuusL 

lui this cautiously on the road. Be 
there are laws against it in many lo- 
calities. If the sound of the exhaust 
Is not Bufflclently loud It may he In- 
creased by returdiug the spark and 
opening the tbroltle part way. The 
pound of each cylinder will then be 
brought out distiuctly and any weak- 
ness will he noticed Immediately. 

About the only trouble to which the 
muBIcr ia aubj^ la that It becomes 
clogged with soot. This msy be caused 
by too rich a mixture from the ear- 
boreto^ indicated, by black amoke from 


the exhaust, or It may be caused by 
oil working up on top of the pistons, 
giving the bluish white smoke char 
acteriatic of too much lubricant. 

Carbon Cloga Mufflar. 

Another cause is where the carbon 
has been scraped loose from the cylin- 
ders, but allowed to fail on the piston 
This la carried into the muffler, and ac 
helpa to clog. In order to clean it, i* 
must be taken apart and all the car • 
b«>n deposits removed. If the amal 
boles are closed with soot they musi 
be reamed out with a tliree-cornerec 
file or bearing scraper. The parts art 
then reasseinbled carefully and re- 
placed on the car. 

It is easy to tell If the muffler If 
clogged where there Is a cutout. Rur 
the machine up a fairly steep hill. II 
the cur speeds up with the cutout opec 
it shows that the muffler is clogged. 

A well designed silencer should not 
cut down the power of the engine 
mure than 3 per cent. This difference 
will hardly he noticeable on un or- 
dinary hill. So the fact that the cat 
slows down wouhl indicate buck pres- 
sure due to clogging. 

TEST BKAKES ON ARMY CARS 

Government Makes Thorough Exami- 
nation of Trucks Before Being 
Sent to Firing Line. 

Uncle Sam is not overlooking the 
Importance of effle-Iency from every 
angle in the motor transport and am- 
bulance division of the army. These 
machines must stand u wear and teur 
prohuhly never given to motor-driven 
vehicles since their birth us an estab- 
lished necessity In every day and In- 
ternalionul life. 

One of the most important factors 
entering into the final analysis of a 
motortruck amltulunce which will 
eveututilly see servla* “s<»mewhere in 
France” is, in the estliiiation of mo- 
tor war officers, the efflclency of the 
brakes. The motors, especially I lie 
trucks, must travel hundreds of miles 
buck and forth from the front aiuid 
the must difficult surroundings. It has 
been slated on authority that for 3U0 
miles up and down the fighting front 
there Is un almost coutlnuul stream 
of trucks, ambulances, couriers and 
motorcycles running in such clos.- prox- 
imity that unless the brakes are in 
|>erfect running order hundreds of cas- 
ual lies would result aliiiosl dully. 

Brakes form only a background for 
their more liii|Miriant sister, u|Mtn 
wbldl tbo real burden rests — the brake 
lining itself. Thou^allds of miles of 
brake lining are being us4-d dully by 
the goverumeut, and tiwing to this fact 
Uncle Bam bus ordered tests to be 
toadg {ft the various makes. These 
I tests are now going on in Washington.

Most people who build a home like 
to have some feature In its appearance 
which distinguishes It from the ordi- 
nary run of houses in the neighborhood. 
Of course, the convenience of the room 
arrangement must not be sacrificed, 
hut It is perfectly natural for a per- 
son to desire a home which will attract 
the attention of the passerby. 

The size and position of the lot up- 
on which the house Is built wilt have 
an effect upon the attractiveness of 
the abode. For Instance, the average 
hutigiilow. If built upon a narrow lot, 
will appear so crowded that attention 
will be diverted from the attractiveness 
of Its design. Some types of construc- 
tion will stand crowding without los- 
ing their effectiveness, but not so with 
the bungalow.

IN CHERRY TIME. 

Tho cherry pic Is cnnsldcrod the 
lino qua non ttf pie ntcononce ; and who 
could refuse a 
wedge of Juicy 
lusclotisne.ss? Cher- 
ries, like mnuy of 
our fruits, ennnot 
he enjoyed to tho 
full until one niny 
plek and ent from 
the trees when the 
fruit Is In Its 
prime. Fine varieties arc the wonder- 
ful Ding and Royal Ann which grow 
In perfection In southern Idaho where 
the trees are as large as an ordinary 
shade tree, carrying tons of the 
luscious fruit. An experience never 
to be forgotten Is to ride tinder those 
trees, picking, tho great meaty cher- 
ries, 80 solid that there Is no danger 
of staining the gown, with all the lap 
can hold. 

Spiced Cherries. — Cherries are 
spiced ns any other fruit Take seven 
pounds of the cherries to five pounds 
of sugar, three tahlespoonfuls each of 
cinnamon and cloves tied In a cloth 
and cooked in n pint of vinegar. Cook 
all together an hour and a half very 
slowly. Remove the hag of spices, if 
desired, before putting away. 

Cherry Olives.— Qet the rich, dark, 
well-rtnvored cherries. To a pint of the 
cherries left with the steins on add a 
cup each of wa^er nnd vinegar; add a 
teaspoonful of salt and seal. They will 
be ready as an appetizer in two weeks. 

Pickled Cherries. — lit the desired 
quantity of cherries nnd cover over 
night with a good vinegar; In the 
morning drain nnd add an equal weight 
of sugar. Stir occasionally tlirough 
tile day, then set away In a cool cel- 
lar, covered with a cloth nnd plate. 
The vinegar mny be sweetened iiud 
bottled for a summer drink. 

Cherries canned fresh are delicious. 
Add equni mensiires ff pitted clierrics 
nnd sugar, stir until the sugar is dis- 
solved, can in sterile Jars, seal nnd 
keep in a cold place. If you have room 
In the Ice chest a few’ pints mny ha 
used most acceptably all through the 
hot weather, as a garnish for pudding 
and ices.

conalderatloo. A great many designs 
may be greatly benefited by building 
the house upon a terrace. As a rule,, 
the bungalow does not have a place 
in this group of designs, but there are 
particular cases in which this general 
rule will not hold.

On the other hand, a 
deep, gracefully sloping lawn which 
has been properly endowed with nat- 
ural beauty may be made to add a 
great deal to the appearance of the 
bouse by the addition of curving side- 
walks, arbors and little rustic bridges 
or other decorations la keeping with 
the house design.

BUMMER DISHES. 

When cooking pens wash the pods 
and boll them firs't, reserving the 
liquor to cook the pens. 
Tills Is a French method 
of conservation and 
gives the peas a much 
finer flavor. Add a tea> 
spoonful of sugar to the 
water when cooking the 
peas and aometime, for 
a change of flavor, drop 
in a bunch of mint. 

Lettuce is so common- 
ly served fresh and crisp 
or with a dressing of bacon fat that 
we must remind ourselves that It Is 
both taaty and wholesome cooked as 
one does any vegetable. When lettuce 
gets a little old is the best time to 
turn it Into greens. Dress it with 
butter, pork fat, or in any way to 
give it a good seasoning. It may be 
cooked until tender, then served with 
thin cream or milk, with seasonings 
as one does tender cabbage. 

Cucumbers are another vegetable so 
commonly served uncooked that wo 
forget how good they are cooked un- 
til tender and serv^ with n butter 
aauce, seasoning with onion Juice, 
salt and pepper. 

Swiss chard Is a vegetable which 
should find its way Into every garden. 
When very young it may be used as 
a crisp salad, with French dressing, 
and when well grown as greens. Spin- 
ach is another most wholesome green 
which, when eaten freely In the spring 
and summer, will supply all the Iron 
needed In most diets. In this season 
of the year when there is suc.i a 
wealth of fruit and vegetables we 
should see that they are served every 
day upon our tables. For those who 
accuse the salad of giving them In- 
digeatloD, let them look Into the whole 
meal and esiieciully the salad dress- 
ing. Mustard when used in even 
small quantities will cause stomach 
trouble. When using mustard the 
merest suggestion is sufficient. French 
dressing Is easy to make nnd on the 
whole Is the most wholesome of sulud 
dressings. If your family do not like 
olive oil, teach tliem to like It, for it 
Is quite worth while

They were not In that street 
ranged up before that theater — are 
they anywhere? They are not phan- 
toms — they do exist — and they are 
somewhere today either in the trench- 
es or about to enter them. They may 
be In France — they may be here — but 
they are real, those 500 men whose 
lives will be saved by that audience 
who subscribed that evening their av- 
erage of $10 apiece.

National Bureau of ttandarda Carrico 

on a WMo Range of Bclontific 
Invoitigation and Tooting. 

By JAMES H. COLLINS.

When men first began to build air 
planes they covered the framework 
with cotton aheeting and varnished 
this with beeswax. Just about as a buy 
takes almost any old newspaper that 
Is handy for making a kite. 

When men turned their attention 
seriously to the selection of the best 
cloth for airplanes they .settled upon 
linen. This was atrung and gave a 
good fabric without much trouble In 
weaving. Moreover, airplanes were 
developed abroad, where linen is much 
more widely used than with us. 

Then came war, with Its need for 
thousands of airplanes, and certain 
new demands upon airplane fabric, 
such as the greatly Increased ptrength 
required in the acrobatic maneuvering 
with tightiiig planes, and the factor 
known aa “tear resistance" made nec- 
essary by the contingency of bullet and 
shell splinter holes. 

Then we got into the war. 

The finest linen Is grown In Ireland, 
but there is only about 100,000 pounds 
of It yearly. The next best flax fibers 
were grown In Belgium, where the In- 
dustry has been practically wiped out 
by war. For airplane purposes Great 
Britain alone requires double the linen 
production of Ireland. 

Query— With Uncle Sam proposing 
to make airplanes by the thousands and 
perhaps tens of thousands, where are 
we to get airplane cloth? 

Another airplane problem Is thnt of 
wood for the framework, for which 
spruce has thus far been found the 
best material. But demands for 
straight grain spruce are so great In 
view of our airplane program, and so 
little of It passes the rigid require- 
ments, thnt securing a sufficient supply 
is very difficult. Only about 200 feet of 
wootl are used In an average airplane ; 
but to get this 200 feet you must start 
hy culling the spruce trees ns they 
stand In the forest, and then culling 
the rough lumber after It has been 
cut, and rulling the kiln-dried product, 
until finally after working over 5,000 
feet of rough lumber you are lucky 
to have sufficient for a single airplane. 

Query — How can this part of the 
aircraft program be speeded up? 

Again, war requires that we build, 
equip, and man hundreds of ahipa. 
Ships are sailed by means of chronom- 
eters, w’hlch are clocks with mechan- 
ism built to watch fineness, highly ac- 
curate. Chronometers are not made in 
this country. In a limited way we 
have Imported the parts from France, 
England and Belgium, and assembled 
a few bearing American names.' But 
most of our chronometers were bought 
abroad, and war has made It practi- 
cally Impossible to get a sufficient sup- 
ply. 

Query — How are we going to aall 
our new ships? 

Soma of the Problomt. 

These are a few of the problems 
connected with fighting tools of which 
the public has heard less than about 
the major details of war, such aa can- 
tonments, uniforms, rifles, machine 
guns, and heavy artillery. Each ia a 
vital essential, however, and In every 
case Uncle 8nm has taken steps to see 
thnt his fighters have the best tools 
which can be supplied — something for 
its particular purpose which, starting 
with the best that the allies have de- 
veloped In three years of war, will 
carry that art a step further, giving 
Improvements characteristic of Ameri- 
can Invention and research. 

On the outskirts of Washington 
Uncle Sam maintains the national bu- 
reau of standards, which, in peace 
times, carries on a wide range of scien- 
tific Investigation and testing. The 
national bureau of standards keeps 
the International standard meter and 
kilogram. It has scales capable of 
weighing the ten-millionth part of a 
gram, and a gram la about the fifth 
part of a nickel In weight. It also hua 
testing machines capable of 10, 000,01)0 
pounda pressure. So that. In this Insti- 
tution, Uncle Sum Is equipited to meas 
are the accuracy of watches, detecting 
variations of u fraction of a second In 
.the minute, or crush a large steel 
bridge truss and accurately re|iort u|>- 
on Its strength. 

In peace times this institution 
serves our Industries In countless ways. 
Today, however, most of Its work bus 
been centered on war problems. Not 
all of these problems cun be spoken of. 
For many of them relate to the deli- 
cate scientific work nei-essury to secure 
results on the buttle front. Forlunale- 
ly, enough of tbcin can be discussed 
to give people uu bleu of bow thor- 
oughly and skillfully Uncle Sum Is 
looking after war details in this special 
lirection. 

The problem of airplane doth was 
turneil over to the bureau of stuud- 
irds and Ita textile experts went to 
a<irk. Wliut makes a g<M>d airplane 
i-lotli? Most people would think of 
t.ireiiglh first of all, but this is ifot 
the elilef factor — a fabric testing up to 
iHtunds |»er Mjuure Intii Is quite 
(Utisfaetory. Tauluess Is much mure 
Imporiunt — the fabric uu uu airplane 


must bs strstetisfi as ttghtty at Ihg 

head of a drum, and stR.- that « >* 

This property Is secured pu .ly i»y 
weaving and partly by "dop'-.e," Af- 
ter the fabric has been Min tc’m.l on 
aircraft wings, It Is doped up w'lh 
preparations somewhat like coib iMon, 
which you have probably used for 
treating cuts. Then, for haltio work, 
airplane wings must hold their taut- 
ness to the highest degree even though 
punctured by bullets or other mls-sllea, 
and this Is where tear resistaiico 
comes III — despite the prt'ssure of sir 
U|»on the fabric It imiat be of such 
mechanical structure thnt a hole will 
not spread hy tearing while in flight. 

Malting Um of Cotton. 

The bureau of standards men set 
out to develop a satisfactory cotton 
airplane cloth. Cotton Is more diffi- 
cult to weave than llnon, especially In 
the very fine counts needed for air- 
craft and not so widely made In this 
country ns abroad. They changed tho 
structure of the yarn, ineroerlzod IL 
developed finer weaves, and hy close 
teamwork between textile nmnufac* 
turers, cheeking results by accurate 
tests and original spcclficnllons. have 
develo|ied a cotton airplane cloth 
which Is declared to he better than 
linen — and when the hiirenii of stand- 
ards men sny "better" they mean It 
In terms of measured factors of 
strength, tear resistance, and the dop- 
ing quality which gives tnutness. In- 
cidentally, this American cotton air- 
plane fabric, while being better, Is not 
restricted hy scarcity of raw material, 
and Is considerably elienpor. Results 
have been sectircil chiefly by the con- 
struction of the yarn and by tension In 
weaving. 

Under a mi^rnscnpe a piece of this 
cloth shows no special novelty In w’cnv- 
Ing — It Is a perfectly plain cotton cloth, 
hut about ns fine In count and mesh 
ns has ever been woven In thla coun- 
try. Dozens of samples of airplane 
doth suhinlttod hy patriotic manufne- 
tnrers anxious to help solve this |iroh- 
lem show more ingenious dovelopnicuts 
In weaving, hut are not found aa suit- 
able when suhniltled to the final inens- 
tiroment tests for tear resistance, taut- 
ness, etc. 

With the problem of aircraft woods 
moat encouraging progress has also 
been made in finding possible suhsll- 
tufes for spruce In airplane frnnie.s, 
and inniiognny, utilized for propellers. 

People often ask why wood Is usetl so 
largely In the making of an airplane. 

This Is easily man’s most advanced 
niechnnisin. Yet in building It, man 
turns his hack upon hi.s own highly 
developed modern metals, with which 
he builds practically every other mod- 
ern merhnnlsin. and sets out fnr the 
forest with an ax on hla shoulder. The 
answer Is thnt, contrary to popular 
opinion, wood Is much stronger than 
any nictnl for the particular require- 
ments of the nirplane — strength with 
lightness, and elasticity with tho stiff* 

DOSS needed for the framework. 

Tnie, mahogany has boon found bet* 
ter than metal for airplane propellers, 
because It stands rough usage, and at 
the tremendous speeds required, whlck 
would often burst a metal flywheel, li 
not subject to the distortions Involved 
with a metal propeller of the same 
weight— torsion of the propeller bladei 
In flight of course would affect speed 
and perhaps mean dlsn.ster. Mnhog 
any Is the best wood, because it is least 
affected by moisture. 

May Use Other Weeds. 

Spruce for American airplanes hai 
to be found In lengths up to 40 feel 
and Is rigidly inspected for stralghl 
grain and sound growth. It has a higb 
strength for Its weight, takes heavy 
impacts and shocks, and Its reslllenci 
Is such thnt It bends without break* H 
Ing or distortion aa no metal will do jJ 

Careful investigations and tests point 
to the use of at least one other wood 
for airplane frames, and perhaps two 
F'lr promises to be a good substitute 
having higher specific strength thao 
spruce, but somewhat heavier and not 
the equivalent in sustaining ahocka 
Cypress also aeema to be promising al 
this stage of the experiments, and 
probably walnut or oak may he found 
satisfactory aubstltutes for mahogany 
In airplane propellers. 

To meet the shortage of chronome- 
ters In navigating our new mercantile 
fleet. Uncle Sam Is working with the 
American watch Industry to provide 
something Just as goo<l — a new substi- 
tute In the shape of tho ship’s watch. 

Thla la a somewhat larger watch 
than one would want to carry in hie 
pocket, mounted on cushions In a ma- 
hogany chronometer box to withstand 
the vibrations, shocks, and swaying yC. 
almard even a torpedo boat, which 
gives probably tho hardest service con* 
ditinns for ship timepieces. The sped* 
flcatlons for these ship's watches were 
drawn up by the bureau of standards. 

They are now being made In quantities 
and under the rigid teata of the bu* 
reau of atandards have shown high 
accuracy, ao that with three aboard 
each aitip, giving a check upon each 
other, they should be as aatlsfactory 
as chronometers. Incidentally, they ' 
are much cheaper, costing less than 
$100 us against several hundred dol* 
lurs fur a reliable chronometer, and 
that Is a couslUerutlon even in war 
times wlu-ii Uncle Sum must provide 
thousands of them. 

The bun-uu ulsit ti-sts tbuusunds of 
ship’s clocks of which two types have 
been developed, one a timepiece of con- 
sidcrublu accuracy and cost for locu- 
tions where differences of one mlnule 
dully are a cousitlerutiou, and the oth- 
er u cheaper clock fur the forecastle 
and other places, not much mure ex- 
pensive than uu ulurui ciiM-k.

Here Is a word to cheer the men. 
Shortcake, the dessert that ranks with 
pie in masculine favor, .is not denied 
ns, even In this year of wheatless 
meals. The conservation proRrani and 
shortcake are not Inconipatlblo, pro- 
vided the “cake” is made of the wheat 
substitutes. Here are some good ones, 
all of them wheatless. Try one of 
them tlie next time you serve straw- 
berries or raspberries. 

After the strawberry season make 
shortcakes with raspberries, blackber- 
ries. stoned cherries, blueberries, sliced 
peaches, sliced bananas, etc. 

There are two types of crust for 
shortcake that people like, one made 
like biscuits and unsweetened, the 
(Mther like plain sweet cake. Each

a rich, unsweetened biscuit dough, 
baked In a sheet, split and buttered 
while hot, and with a thick layer of 
the crushed or sliced berries sweet- 
ened and placed between the layers of 
crust and on top, will like these short- 
cakes. 

U- Corn-Flour Bhorteake. 

2 cupfuls of corn 1 teaspoonful salt. 

flour. 4 tabiospoonfula of 

B teaspoonfuls of shortening, 
baking powder. 2-3 cupful milk. 

Mix nnd bake in two layer-cake pans. 
Spilt nnd butter nnd put in the fllling 
of berries or other fruit. The corn 
flour makes a crisp cuke of fine flavor. 
Rolled Data or Barley-Flour Shortcake. 

Roiled oats ground through the food 
chtipper and mixed with corn flour 
also makes a good shortcake. In the 
above recipe use, In place of two cup- 
fuls of com flour, one cupful of corn 
flour and cupfuls of ground rolletl 
oats. Or, If yon have barley flour, use 
cupfuls of barley flour In place of 
one cupful of c«)rn flour. The differ- 
ence in measurements Is due to the 
difference Id weight of these flour sub- 
stitutes. 

RIco-Flour Shortcake. 

This is similar to a muflln mixture. 
If baked in a sheet, it also makes a 
good shortcake. 

IV cupfuls of rice 1 teaspoonful salt. 

flour. 2 eggs. 

2 leaspoonfuls bak- 4 tablespoonfuls fat.

Those who prefer a cake founda- 
tion for their ahortcake will And that 
a sponge cuke made from substitute 
flours makes a good one.

wasted/ Potatoes do not keep indefi- 
nitely, nnd annually many old potatoe.s 
are allowed to sprout In the cellars 
nnd are ultimately thrown uwny. The 
potato flour which can be made from 
them keeps well, so by taking time by 
the forelock and making the surplus 
stock of old p<»tntoes Into flour before 
they spoil you avoid the waste of valu- 
able fond material. 

Hew to Make Potato Fleur. 

It Is easy to make the potato flour. 
Wash the potatoes, boil until tender, 
and remove the skins. Force, while 
still hot, through a potato ricer on to 
drying trays. These trays may be 
made of slats of wood covered with 
cloth or wire screening held In wooden 
frames; indeed, any tray that will let 
the air circulate freely from under- 
neath as well as around the trny may 
be used. Clean cheesecloth should be 
spread over it before ricing the pota- 
toes on the tray. Place the loaded 
trays In the blast of air from an elec- 
tric fan.

If 
these do not grind fine enough, rolling 
with a rolling pin and sifting several 
timej will help. 

It takes three pounds of nnpeeled 
potatoes to make a little over half u 
pound of potato flour, so if you have 
to buy potatoes you should reckon 
costs carefully. If you have potatoes 
that will go to waste otherwise, save 
them in the form of potato flour.

I shouted to the driver to stop, and 
In his nervousness he put on the 
brakes. We nearly pitched out head- 
first. But the applying of those brakes 
saved our lives. The next Instant 
there was a blinding flash and a deaf- 
ening report. All that I remember Is 
that I was flying through the air, and 
wondering If I would land In a soft 
spot. Then the lights went out. 

When I came to, Atwell was pouring 
water on my head out of his bottle. 
On the other side of the road the cor- 
poral was sitting, rubbing a lump on 
his forehead with his left hand, while 
his right arm was bound up in a blood- 
soaked bandage. He was moaning 
very loudly. I had an awful headache 
and the skin on the left side of my 
face was full of gravel and the blood 
was trickling from my nose. 

But that ambulance was turned over 
In the ditch and was perforated with 
holes from fragments of the shell. One 
of the front wheels was slowly revolv- 
ing, so I could not have been “out” for 
a long period. 

The shells were still screaming ove^ 
head, but the battery had raised Its 
fire and they were bursting In a little 
wood about half a mile from us. 

Atwell spoke up. “I wish that offi- 
cer hadn't wished us the best o' luck.” 
Then he commenced swearing. I 
couldn't help laughing, though my 
head was nigh to bursting. 

Slowly rising to my feet I felt myself 
all over to make sure that there were 
no broken bones. But outside of a few 
bruises and scratches 1 was all right. 
The corporal was still moaning, but 
more from shock than pain. A shell 
splinter had gone through the flesh of 
his right forearm. Atwell and I. from 
our flrst-ald pouches, put a tourniquet 
on his arm to stop the bleeding and 
then gathered up our equipment. 

We realised that we were In a dan- 
gerous spot. At any minute a shell 
might drop on the road and flnish us 
off. The village we had left was not 
very far, so we told the corporal he 
had better go back to It and get his 
•nn dressed, and then report the fact 
of the destruction of the ambulance to 
the military police. He was well able 
to walk, so he set off in the direction 
of the village, while Atwell and I con- 
tinued our way on foot. 

Without further mishap we arrived 
at our destination, and reported to bri- 
gade headquarters for rations and bil- 
lets. 

That night we slept In the battalion 
sergeant major's dugout. The next 
morning I went to a flrst-eld post and 
had the gravel picked out of my face. 

The Instructions we received from 
division headquarters read that we 
were out to catch spies, patrol trenches, 
search German dead, reconnoiter in No 
Man's Land, and take part la trench 
raids and prevent the robbing of the 
dead. 

I bad a pass which would allow me 
to go anywhere at any time In the sec- 
tor of the line held by our division. It 
gave me authority to stop and search 
ambulances, motor lorries, wagons and 
even officers and soldiers, whenever 
my suspicious deemed it necessary. 
Atwell and I were allowed to work to- 
gether or singly — It was left to our 
Judgment. We decided to team up. 

Atwell was a good cuui|>aaloa and 
very entertaining. He hud an utter 
contempt for danger, but was not fool- 
hardy. At fiaeariug he was a wonder. 
A cavalry regiment would have been 
proud of him. Though born In Eng- 
land. he hud spent several years In 
New York. He was about six feet one, 
and as strong us an ox. 

We tvMik up our quarters in a large 
diigout of the royal engineers, and 
iiiupped out our future uctloits. This 
dugout was on the edge of a large 
ceiuetery, and several times at night 
In returning to It, we got many a fall 
stuuihllng over the graves of English, 
••'rench un<l Germana. Atwell on these 
tK-raslous never indulged In sueuriug. 
(h iu;:h at uuy other time, at the least 


stumble, he would turn the air blue. 

A certain section of our trenches 
was held by the Royal Irish rifles. For 
several days a very strong rumor went 
the rounds that a German spy was In 
our midst. This spy was supposed to 
be dressed in the uniform of a British 
staff officer. Several stories had been 
told about an officer wearing a red 
band around his cap, who patrolled the 
front-line and communication trenches 
asking suspicious questions as to loca- 
tion of batteries, machine-gun emplace- 
ments, and trench mortars. If a shell 
dropped in a battery, on a machine gun 
or even near a dugout, this spy was 
blamed. 

The rumor gained such strength that 
an order was issued for all troops to 
Immediately place under arrest anyone 
answering to the description of the 
spy. 

Atwell and I were on the qui vive. 
We constantly patrolled the trenches 
at night, and even In the day. but the 
spy always eluded us. 

One day while In a communication 
trench, we were horrifled to see our 
brigadier general. Old Pepper, being 
brought down It by a big private of the 
Royal Irish rifles. The general was 
walking in front, and the private with 
fixed bayonet was following In the 
rear. 

We saluted as the general passed us. 
The Irishman had a broad grin on his 
face and we could scarcely believe our 
eyes — the general was under arrest. 
After passing a few feet beyond us, the 
general turned, and said In a wrathful 
voice to Atwell : 

“Tell this d — n fool who I am. He's 
arrested me as a spy.”

The sentry and his prisoner arrived 
at brigade headquarters with disas- 
trous results to the sentry.

For several days, Atwell and I made 
ourselves scarce around brigade bead- 
quarters. We did nut want to meet 
the general. 

The spy was never caught.

“Don’t ask questions. It's against or- 
ders. I don't know myself." 

It was raining like the mischief. 

We splashed along a muddy rosd for 
about fifteen minutes, finally stopping 
at the entrance of what must have 
been nn old bam. In the darkness. 1 
could hear pigs grunting, as If they 
had Just been disturbed. In front of 
the door stood an officer In a mack

my name, number and regiment, at the 
same time.

Giving us “Stand at 
ease,” in a nervous and shaky voice, 
he Informed : 

“Men, you are here on a very solemn 
duty. You have been selected as a 
firing squad for the execution of a sol- 
dier, who, having been found guilty 
of a grievous crime against king and

subscriptions compared with the 
money value Is very much greater, and 
that Is exactly the result the govern- 
ment desired. 

Gardening activities are again In j 
full swing, and members of the Boy 
Scouts of America are lending substan- 
tial aid under the slogan "Every Scout j 
to Feed a Soldier." Their untiring en- 
ergy and patriotic service In this re- I 
gard are a big factor In helping Uncle 
Sam and his allies to win the war.

8CDUT8 TAB CANNON BALLS. 

Fifteen thousand dollars' worth of 
old cannon balls, which have been used 
for decorative purposes at the Presidio 
In San Francisco for many years, are 
to be ntllixed by the government In 
the manufacture of new ordnance.

The gerage Is the Cinderella of ar- 
chitecture. No one seems to care much 
how It looks, how ugly Its dress, or 
where It Is placed. If It Is not obtruded. 
It Is only occasionally that some build- 
er with the power of the fairy god- 
mother waves over It the wand of his 
taste and his Imagination, and reveals 
the dingy, neglected thing In all the 
possibilities of beauty. 

Tliere Is no reason in the world why 
a garugo should he hopelessly ugly. 
Yet it has degenerated even from its 
ancestor, the stable or carriage house, 
which had at least some semblance of 
taste. The artistic possibilities of the 
garngp, even on the grounds of fine 
country homes, rarely seem to have 
been recognized. 

The only ohlruslve characteristic of 
a garage, so far as Its exterior is con- 
cerned, is an unusually wide door, but 
this is an easy thing to make attractive 
architecturally. There are no limits 
to the po.sslhilities of the pleasing and 
artistic treatment of a garage. It may 
be designed in any style of architec- 
ture that best flts Its site and its sur- 
roundings. 

Character Dependa on Location. 

The first determining element as to 
the general character of the building 
Is Its location on the grounds. If It 
Is near to the house Itself and aggres- 
sively visible as part of the same 
glance of the eye. It should be treated

COINED WORD THAT STUCK 

"Oerrymander** Has Long Been Cred- 
ited te Ntwapaper Man, Who Used 

It In tha Year 1812. 

* 

•‘Gerrymander,” from the name of a 
Mns.sachusetts governor, has been 
used for more than 100 years In the 
United States to mean the division 
of election districts in an unnatural 
and unfair way for political purposes. 
It has been proved, however, that Gov- 
ernor Gerry was not entitled to the 
dubious honor of having the word 
named after him. John FIske gives 
the origin of gerrymander In this way : 

“In 1812, when Gerry was governor 
of Massachusetts, the Republican 
(corresponding to the Democratic In 
modern nomenclature) legislature re- 
distributed the districts in such wise 
that the shapes of the towns forming 
a single district In Essex county gave 
to the district a somewhat dragonlike 
contour. This was Indicated on a map 
of Massachusetts which Benjamin Rua- 
sell, an ardent federalist and editor 
of the Sentinel, hung up over the desk 
in his oflice. The celebrated painter 
Gilbert Stuart observing the uncouth 
figure, added with bis pencil a head, 
wings and claws, and exclaimed : That

a garage on a small plot Just at the 
elbow of the hqjuse, the limitations be- 
come more exacting.

Eveu a happy choice of the 
right color of paint may mitigate an 
architectural crime to a mere misde- 
meanor.

The age 
for enlisting Is from 18 to 85 years. 
All men offering to join must be 
United States citizens, or at least have 
in their possession first citizenship pa- 
pers. The term of service is three 
years, and twenty-five years must be 
served before a pension Is obtainable, 
except In exceptional drcumstancea. 
Soldiers' widows get $12 per month 
while they remain single and for each 
child an extra |2 a month Is allowed 
until the child reaches the age of 18 
years. Punishments In the army are 
very severe, two years’ bard labor 
being the minimum penalty for deser- 
tion, even in time of peace. A repe- 
tition of the offense la punished by a 
penal servitude of five years. If a de- 
serter manages to bide himself so aa 
to avoid arrest for two years, and 
lives during that period in the United 
Slates be may not be brought to trial. 
Any one returning a deserter to bis 
regliuent can claim a reword of $50 
from the government.

Pegnut iNitter Is so well known that 
It Is not necessary to mention how 
wholesome R is. It 
may he used to 
hake with rice, for 
soup, salad dress- 
ing and also for 
sandwich fllling. 

Peanut • Petata 
8auaagea.— Take a 
cupful of mashed 
potato, a cupful 
of ground peanuts, one egg, well beat- 
en, one and a half teaspoonfuls of 
salt, an eighth of a tcaspoonful of 
pepper, salt pork or bacon. Mix the 
mashed potatoes and seasoning with 
the peanuts, add a beaten egg, form 
Into cakes or sausages, roll In meal 
or bread emmbs, and place In a 
greaaed pan with small pieces of salt 
pork on each. Bake In a hot oven 
until brown. 

Lettuse With Peanuts. — Take crisp 
lettuce, sprinkle with coarsely chop- 
ped peanuts, a little shreddml onion, 
and over all a French dressing, using 
three tablespoonfuls of oil to one of 
vinegar. 

Peanut Leaf. — Take a cupful of 
chopped peanuts, two cupfuls of 
bread crumbs, two tahlespoonfuls. of 
fat, one egg, a half tenspoonful of 
salt, a few dashes of pepper and one- 
half to three-fourths of a cupful of 
milk. Mix, using milk to make a 
moist loaf. Put Into a buttered pan 
and bake one hour in a moderate 
oven, keeping covered the first half- 
hour. Baste once or twice with melt- 
ed fat. Turn into a hot platter and 
aprlnkle with chopped nuts. 

Pssnut Fendus. — Grind one cupful 
of peabuts fine, add one cupful of 
dried bread crumbs, the yolk of one 
egg, beaten, one and three-fourths cup- 
fuls of milk, one and a half teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, and a dash of paprika. 
Fold In the beaten egg and bake In 
a buttered baking dish 40 minutes. 

Fsanut Brownies. — Take a half 
cupful of corn sirup, one square of 
chocolate, three-fourths of a cupful 
of buckwheat, half a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one* cupful of chopped 
nuts, a half teaspoonful of salt and a 
teasiKionfuI of vanilla^ Bake tn small 
gem pans. 

Pssnut Sslad With Bananas. — Cut 
peeled and scraped bananas length- 
wise and lay on lettuce; sprinkle or 
roll each section tn chopped peanuts 
and serve with a boiled dressing.

DELICACIE8 FOR OCCA8ION8. 

So many delicious dishes may be 
prepared with gelatin aa a founda- 
tion, making salads and 
desserts of various kinds. 

With lemon Jelly as a 
foundation, chopped vege- 
taliles such aa green pep- 
' per, cabbage, onion and 
celery, stirred Into the 
Jelly and allowed to hard- 
en, may then be cut In squares, served 
on lettuce with a highly seasoned 
dressing. Lemon Jelly may also serve 
as a dessert with chopped pineapple, 
cherries or strawberries and a few 
pecans, molded and served with sweet- 
ened whipped cream. Lay halves of 
canned peaches on lettuce leaves and | 
place a ball of nicely seasoned cottage 
cheese on each; pour over a salad 
dressing In which a fourth of a cupful 
of cottage cheese has been carefully 
mixed. Canned pears may be served 
In the same way. 

Take nicely aeaooned rich cottage 
cheese, pack It In baking powder cans 
and put Into Ice and oalt to freeia. 
Uomold and cut in slices, make a de- 
pression In the center of each and 
place therein a preserved fig, stem up. 

Baked Com With Cheeee. — Take two 
cupfuls of com, mix with two well- 
beaten eggs, n cupful of milk, two 
tahlespoonfuls of melted butter, a half 
cupful of grated cheeae and cayenne 
pepper, with n pinch of mustard and 
two teaspoonfuls of Worcestershire 
sauce; add a cupful of bread crumbs, 
reserving s few for the top, which are 
spread over the dish after nixing well 
with two teaspoonfuls of melted fat. 

The simplest of all desserts and 
those of which the majority are most 
fond, are the frozen dizbes. Various 
fruit Juices or combinatloiis of them 
with the pulp of fruit, adding rich 
milk or thin cream, even buttermilk, 
makes delicious frozen dezserts. The 
Juice of two oranges, two lemons with 
two cupfuls of hooey and a pint of 
thin cream frozen. Is one worth try- 
ing. A little of the finely grated rind 
may be added. If liked, to vary the 
flavor. 

Another cotnblnatlon well liked Is 
the Juice of one lemon, two oranges, 
three bananas, put through a (loiato 
nicer, sugar to sweeten, arid a pint of 
cream, rather tirin. Freeze as usual. 

A honey tn use in various ways Is 
made by boiling together a cufiful of 
whey and a half-cupful of corn siru|i i 
until It of the consistency of honey. 
This will keep indefinitely when Itot- 
tled and la flue fur waffles or griddle 
cekes.

Waahlnfton. — Thr naxjr drpnrtinent 
la coHactlng photngraplis of rnllstad 
Ben who lose their lives In the war 
that their memory may be perpetu- 
atad. Secretary Daniels asks relatives 
•r others- having such photographs to 
lend them to the navy that copies may 
ha made for the navy's records. Orig- 
inals will be returned to the owners 
na fast as copies can l>e made. 

A photograph of each man Is to he 
forwarded by the navy department to 
the training station where he began 
hla career In the service. At each of 
these stations a memorial gallery of 
honor or a hero’s corner Is to be es- 
tablished so that for all time the face 
of the man of the navy who has made 
the supreme sacrifice may he honored 
by the youth of the future sent to the 
Btatlon for training. 

All pictures, louned or contrlhuted, 
should 1)0 secur«*ly wrapped for mail- 
ing after they have hccn marked with 
the name, branch of service, and train- 
ing station the young man entered aft- 
er enlistment. They should he ad- 
dre.ssed to the recruiting division, bu- 
reau of navigation, navy department, 
Washington. I>. C. Tare will be taken 
to return safely the photograph to 
the sender, when desired, together 
with one of the copies made of It. 

More than $22,000,000 has been ex- 
pended during the past six months un- 
der the direction of the construction 
division of the army In making addi- 
tions and Improvements to camps and 
cantonments. This sum does not In- 
clude the cost of additions to the hos- 
pital equipments nr the Improvements 
made at other army stations. 

The Improvement work consisted of 
additional buildings for housing the 
men and providing for their comfort 
and needs. Among buildings erected 
were quarters for officers and nurses, 
repair plants, kitchens and bakeries, 
and theaters. New roads were laid and 
nanitatton work Improved and ex- 
tended. 

Many additional buildings are con- 
templateil, and general construction 
work will be rushed to completion dur- 
ing the summer and fall. In some In- 
otances the camp work has been ex- 
tended to drainage of an entire district 
surrounding the camp to remove dan- 
ger of disease arising from the proxim- 
ity of swamps. 

Liberty theaters have been .erect- 
ed at all National Army cantonments. 
Rach of these theaters haa an aver- 
age Inclosed seating capacity of 2,000. 
Theaters and amusement halls have 
been erected also In the National 
Guard camps and at other points where 
troops are in training. 

Rconomies of approximately 20 per 
cent In shipping weight and bO per cent 
tn shipping space have resulted from 
Improved methods of pecking merchan- 
Elae for overseas practiced by the 
army quartermaster corps. This Is 
equivalent to about 2.1100 tuns space 
per month,

Manafactnrera and dealers are aii- 
cwuniged under the policy of the navy 
department to deal direct with the de- 
partment. The pttritosc la to eliminate 
the middleman In purchaaes of attp- 
pilea and materiala. 

“In my annual report," aaya Rear 
Admiral Hamuel McUowan, "inantifac- 
turera were warnetl ngatnat itrofltecr- 
Ing agents, profeaalonni contractors, 
and naval brokers. In our regular mail- 
ing circulars of January 8, 11)18, wa ex- 
preaaed the hope that 'mnnufacturera 
who have not availed thcmaelvea of 
the opportunity to bid direct will do 
so, as It will prove of advantage to 
them In bringing them In more Inti- 
mate touch with the navy and thereby 
make a reputation for the materiala 
which they manufacture.' 

"The fact la the responalhlllty of 
contractors wna never so thoroughly 
Investigated and they were never held 
to a stricter accountability than they 
have been since this country entered 
the war. The number of reaponalble 
direct bidders haa Increased greatly 
and the number of agenta and Interme- 
dlartea has been reduced to a min- 
imum. The aafegnarda against profit- 
eering have been strengthened, not re- 
laxed." 

There are over 14,000 names on the 
bidders' Hat of the navy bureau of 
supplies and accounts, representing 
every section of the country. These 
manufacturers and dealers furnish 
over 00,000 classes of articles used by 
the navy. 

Because of an acute shortage In the 
supply of paper the war Industries 
hoard announced, effective July 15, 
the following preliminary economies 
to he enforced by newspapers piil>- 
llslilng a dally and w'eekly edition: 

Discontinue the acceptance or the re- 
turn of unsold copies. 

Discontinue the use of all sample or 
free promotion copies. 

Discontinue giving copies to any- 
hoily except for office-working copies 
or where reqtilred by statute law In 
the official advertising. 

Discontinue giving free copies to ad- 
vertisers, except not more ihiin one 
copy for checking purposes. 

Discontinue the arbitrary forcing of 
copies on news dealers (I. e., compell- 
ing them to buy more copies than 
they can legitimately sell in order to 
hold certain territory). 

Discontinue the buying back of pa- 
pers at either wholesale or retail sell- 
ing price from dealers or agents in 
order to secure preferential represent- 
ation. 

Discontinue the payment of salaries 
or commissions to agents, dealers, or 
newsboys for the purpose of securing 
the equivalent of return privileges. 

Discontinue all free exchanges. 

Three hundred applicants for stu- 
dent nurses to enter training schools 
In the base hospitals at cantonments 
were accepted recently. There have 
been more than a thousand applica- 
tions for entrance In these army 
schools of nursing since the govern- 
ment sent out its call for student 
nurses. 

The majority of those offering their 
services have been college women, or 
women with a complete hlgh-schooI 
education.^ The training units will he 
assigned, It Is expected, during the 
present month. Each unit will num- 
ber 25 or 30 student nurses and will 
be supervised by an accredited and 
complete nursing Instructor and a 
trained woman who will be responsi- 
ble for the physical welfare and rec- 
reation. 

The service Imreaii of the commit- 
tee OB public infonnatlon has taken 
over various departmental Independent 
Information bureaus at Union station, 
Washington, will consolidate and reor- 
ganize them and he prepared to give 
all visitors information on govern- 
ment business and the names and loca- 
tion of those clothed with authority to 
apeak and act for the government. 

Since the service bureau opened of- 
fices May 1 It has built up a card-in- 
dex system with 60,000 entries, many 
of the cards being aul>Jecl to dally 
revisions and corro'tlon. In a recent 
week the bureau handled 1,630 visit- 
ors seeking apeclal Information and 
answered an average of 150 query let- 
ters dally. 

The medical department, UnIteiT 
States army, needs women as recon- 
struction aids. Tlie office of the sur- 
geon general announces: "The work 
of reconst ru<'tion aids Is divided Into 
two sect ions. (1) those women who 
are well trained In massage and ^ha 
other forma of physiotherapy, and CJ) 
those who are trained In simple handi- 
crafts."

population. City people will be the 
first to suffer in a shortage of food and it is much to 
their interest that the food crops grown be safely har- 
i vested. Every precaution should be taken to save the 

forage crops for silage and for dry feed. The sowing 
of barley this spring probably reached 978,000 acres 
as compared with 865,260 acres in 1917. It is estimated that 2,696,604 
acres were planted to oats this spring as compared with 2,324,912 acres 
last year, or an increase of 11.7 per cent and a gain of more than a mil* 
lion acres over 1916. 

A large crop production is assured, but the farmers must have help 
in harvesting these crops. At least 50 per cent of the man population of 
our cities ia farm experienced and it ia from this group that the farmers 
should receive their greatest re<«nforcement. 

The question is. Are city men willing to help? The only way farmers 
can learn upon what they may depend in the way of receiving help from 
this source is to have every city man who ia willing to help enroll for the 
work he ran do best. Governor Capper issued an appeal for such an 
enrollment of city men and appointed a committee to establish definite 
quotas to be enlisted in each of the various towns and cities, to form a 
harvest labor reserve. 


Scientific Basis Is Favored (or all Public 
Charity Societies

I want to see the day when all charity and philanthropy will be 
wiped out and Uncle Sam will substitute justice for charity. That docs 
not mean that you should not give money to the charity societies. They 
are a necessary evil and we cannot get along without them — yet. But why 
have charity? Why should the poor man suddenly thrown out of a job 
depend upon your charity. Any community that allows one man to go 
unfed, one child to go without clothea, or one sick man to be without a 
doctor is heathen, is not civilized. 

When a man needs help you aay, "What’s the use of helping him? 
We must have a scientific investigation. Otherwise you make a pauper 
out of him.” Here is a case of neglect by the community: A Jewish 
person walks into a Christian sanatorium. He ia suffering from tuber- 
culosis and one of the first questions asked him is, "What is your nation- 
ality?” He says he is a Jew. They tell him that all their beds are occu- 
pied. He is not admitted, they tell him, because this is a hospital for 
Gentiles. The Jewish sanatorium is filled also, and so that man comes 
to us and he dies on our hands. How many thousands of your children 
does that man contaminate? That child you love so much, for whom 
you are saving your money, dies because of your carelessness. 

When a man is iu trouble and you call him into your house and give 
him old clothes that you had discarded, you may be committing a crime 
against yourself. That man needs a position and would not be happy 
even in new clothes. It is up to you to buy him something better than 
old clothes. We should have a national secretary of welfare in the cabinet. 
We should have a state secretary of welfare and we should have a munici- 
pal department of welfare, and each department should have ten men 
and women on the advisory board, who should travel throughout the city. 
They should visit the factories and secure needed legislation. They should 
receive permission to take care of the needy. And in that way we would 
eventually abolish all charity societies. 


Church Is Yet Stabilizing Force in Country 
Unsteady on Its Legs

To ignore the church in Bussian affairs is to notice the transitory 
and remain oblivious to the eternal. At a time when Russia is in an 
acute state of political, economic and social revolution the Russian church 
is undergoing evolution; but it is the greatest stabilizing force in a 
republic which is atill unsteady on its legs. The church is still regnant 
among spiritual bodies, for the Russian peasant recognizes the church u 
instinctively as he acknowledges God. Temporal affairs are in a state 
of chaos, but the millions of Russia still bow in worship. 

Russia is a land of religion. From every urban bill the glittering 
domes of churches rise above the relative monotony of Russia’s regular 
skyline. In every village scene the church steeple tops the view and 
white-walled bouses of worship add a touch of life to the deep green of 
sheltering forests. Small chapels stand beside the metropolitan thorough- 
fares, tiny oases of devotion among the bustling marts of trade. As the 
street esrs pass the bronze portals of great churches, passengers release 
titeir hold upon the strajw to cross themselves. The Russian soul seeks 
entity and finds it only in the invisible. 

The Russian church is not only the setting for scenes of unparalleled 
pomp and splendor but also the haven of the sin-sick soul and the humble 
worshiper who bows in true repeDtaiu)e before a forgiving God. It is 
I not only the bhrine for those whose religious sense is satisfied by kissing 
sacred ikons but also for those who seek, behind the gilt banner and the 
jeweled portraiture, the Being whose presence is felt but not perceived. 
Here superstition lives, but here too reverence finds expression. These 
mighty monuments mock the One to whom their domes are raised, but iu 
the cool rec«6se8 of their naves distress gives way to peace and selfishness 
j to love.

In a hospital tn New York there were 
two clever suraeons, each of whom had 
gamed world-wide renown hy hla iw- 
tnarkahle apeclallsed knowledge. Only 
the moat desperata oases, those requir- 
ing Intricate surgical knowledge, were 
brought to them. It waa noted by a 
dose observer of these two men, that 
the aubjects operated on by one of 
them almost Invariably succumbed— 
while those operated on hy the other 
■urgeon almost Invariably ourvlved. 
The curious observer was a confiden- 
tial friend of the resident phyalclan 
of the hospital. He wanted to know. 

"Just what,” he queried, "la the dif- 
faranca betwaan theae two dlatlngulah- 
ad operatoraf’ 

"The difference," returned the house 

P iyotctan, "oh, about twenty mlnutee, 
should say." 

There was tha aecret— twenty mln- 
Btea difference In the time of perform- 
ing an operation. One man was deft, 
swift, sure. Tha other waa sure, but 
Slow. Hla too deliberate methods kept 
the nervous system of the patient un- 
der too long a strain, and the system 
frequently could uot survive the shock. 
The other man waa like a fiaah — he cut 
and alnshed — In a Jiffy he was through. 
Through twenty minutes sooner than 
his brother auraqon. That twenty mln- 
ntes meant life on the one hand— death 
on the other. 

If you’ve got a friend or relative In 
the trenches, there Is one picttire that 
keeps recurring to your mind. A thou- 
sand times you see this boy meeting In- 
stant death. Your young frleml hasn’t 
one chance In ten thousand of being 
Instantly killed. The number of bul- 
lets that find their mark In the brain, 
or that pierce any vital organ. Is ex- 
tremely limited. The great loss of Ufa 
upon n battlefield does not result from 
wounds immediately fatal. The great 
danger In thia war as In all wars. Is 
from wounds, not In themselves Imme- 
diately fatal, but wounds that become 
serious only with the passage of time. 
Flesh wounds may be entirely super- 
ficial, and yet may become terribly 
fatal. The victim luny bleed to death, 
he may suffer exposure. Infection, fe- 
Bsr, pneumonia — from his enforced ex- 
posure — gangrene, mortifleatloa — 
death. 

Tha Answar la— Tima. 

• In such a case, why does be live and 
get well. If he lIveaT Why does he die, 
If he dieet What is the difference? 
The answer is, time. Tbe answer may 
be, twenty hours or twenty minutes. 

Suppose It were possible to pick up 
every wounded man the Instant that 
he’s hit, to remove him swiftly from 
tbe battlefield or the trench to a first- 
class hospital, to give him the Immedi- 
ate attention of nurses and surgeons. 
If that picture were true, the fatalities 
In our armies would be almost In- 
finitesimal. 

Look in the darker picture. Your 
young friend goes over the top in a big 
allied drive. He Is wounded In tbe 
leg. It ia a big drive — hundreds of 
thousands of men engaged — hun- 
dreds killed Instantly — thousands up- 
on thousands suffering with wounda, 
most of them superficial and seem- 
ingly unimportant Your young 
friend Is disabled but for the present 
be feels no unusual discomfort. Shock 
sustains him. He feels that very short- 
ly be will be picked up and taken In 
to an emergency hospital where his leg 
can be fixed up. He la disappointed — 
no one comes. Terrific pain seta In — 
with tbe Inflammation a heavy fever. 
Twenty-four hours go by. Finally he 
Is picked up. He la rushed to a hos- 
pital as fast as possible, considering 
the number of ambulances. He reach- 
es the hospital. The nurse looks at 
hla leg — ebe calls a doctor. They both 
abake their beads — they ought to have 
had the man hours ago. All right, he 
thinks to hlmoelf, they'll take care of 
him now. But ahead of him Is a waiting 
list of groaning, wounded men. There's 
nothing for It, lie's got to wait hla turn. 
Boiura pass. The wounded come in by 
dozens. Medical aupplies give out — 
medicine gives out. Dreaslnga ^glve 
out. There are not enough surgical in- 
atrumenla to go around. Finally, with 
yoor man at tbe height of a raging fe- 
ver they get to him and operate. Twen- 
ty hours before an operation would 
have been unneceaaary. They remove 
tha leg — a leg which had suffered a 
suiierUcial wound, not dangerous In 
Itself but which became dangerous 
only with the passage of time. But 
gangrene already baa set In — It la fol- 
lowed hy mortification. The boy suf- 
fers the tortures of the damned. He 
dies — Is glad to die. 

Now, what's tha answer? Would 
twenty minutes bavs saved him? Pos- 
sibly. Would an hour and twenty 
minutes have saved him? Quite likely. 
Would three hours and twenty minutes 
have saved him? Almost certainly, 
yes. Five hours certainly would have 
saved him. He died because there was 
B delay of hours or minutes — that's the 
difference- - time. 

Your Monty Will Halp. 

Now, what's the trouble? Where 
does the fault He? Why didn't they 
get your man fixed op so his life uud 
limb could he saved? Don't ask that 
question of army doctors or army uur- 
s^, nor Bed Cross doctors nor Bed 
CJroas nurses, nor amhuisnee drivers — 
don't do it If there's any swift, effl- 
cleoL cnpabla corps of workers on tha 
face of this earth, workers who am 
working at top spaed, workers skilled, 
capabla to the last word, working thair 


fingers to the hone. It's these p«nfK 
What, then, la wanted. In order that 
they may get to your young friend 
twenty minutes sooner, an hour soonar, 
five hours sooner? What will do thIa? 

Money, th 's nil. More money 
menna more Bed Crons people on the 
field, more Ilml Cross ambulances on 
service, more equipment, more raedl- 
olnes, more Instruments, more band- 
ages, more dresslnxs — more everything. 
The Red Cross hns got efficiency work- 
ed up to its highest point. It la doing 
lie best — It can do no more. 

But you can do more. All yon'vn 
got to do Is to multiply thin efficiency 
and keep on multiplying It. And dol- 
lars will do thnt — nothing but dollars. 
If your dolinrs enn get a wounded man 
attention twenty minutes earlier than 
he otherwise would get It, you give him 
a hundred chances where he has but 
ona— you are likely to save hla Ufa. 
You've subscribed to tha Red Cross ba- 
fore— wa all undersfand thnt. Wa all 
did thnt, too. But our friend over 
there In the trenches la likely to gat 
wounded half a dozen times. He's 
asking, In hla desperation, for your 
help, your money. He needs It badly 
now. Every dollar thnt you put In may 
heal one wound. Every fifty dollars 
that you put In may aava one life— or 
more.

After standing at “attention" for 
what seemed a week, though In reality 
It could not have been over five min- 
utes, we hennl a low whispering In our 
rear and footsteps on the stone flag- 
ging of the courtyard. 

Our officer reappeared and In a low, 
but firm voice, ordered: 

“About — Turn !” 

We turned about. In the gray light 
rf dawn, a few yards In front of me, I 
could make out a brick wall. Against 
this wall was a dark form with a white 
square pinned on Its breast. IVe were 
supposed to aim at thls^squarc. To the 
rl^t of the form 1 noticed a white spot 
•on the wall. This would be my target. 

“Ready! Aim! Fire!" 

The dark form sank Into a huddled 
heap. My bullet sped on Its way, and 
hit the whitish spot on the wall ; I 
could see the splinters fly. Some one 
-else hod received the rifle containing 
the blank cartridge, but my miud was 
jit ease, there was no blood of a 
Tommy on my hands. 

“Order — Anns! About — Turn! Pile- 
Arms ! Stand — Clear." 

The stacks were re-formed. 

“Quick — March ! Right — Wheel !" 
And we left the scene of execution be- 
hind us. 

It was now daylight. After march- 
ing about five minutes, we were dis- 
missed with the following Instructions 
from the officer in command : 

“Return, alone, to your respective 
•companies, and remember, no talking 
about this affair, or else It will go hard 
with the guilty ones.” 

We needed no urging to get away. I 
did not recognize any of the men on 
the firing squad ; even the officer was a 
stranger to me. 

The victim’s relations and friends In 
mighty will never know that he was 
executed; they will !•> under the Im- 
pression that he died doing his bit for 
king and country. 

In the public casualty lists his name 
will HpiM'ar under the caption “Acci- 
dentally Killed." or “Died." 

The day after the execution I re- 
-celved orders to report back to the 
lino, and to keep a still tongue In my 
bead. 

Executions are a part of the day's 
work, but the part we hated most of 
all. I think — certainly the saddest. The 
British war department is thought by 
many people to be composed of rigid 
regulations all wound around with red 
ta|»e. But It has a heart, and one of 
the evidences of this Is the considerate 
way In whUdi an execution Is concealed 
and reported to the relative of the un- 
fortunate man. They never know the 
truth. He Is listed In the bulletins as 
Among the “accidentally killed." 

In the last ten years I have several 
times read stories In magazines of 
cowards changing, in a charge, to he- 
roes. I used to laugh at It. It seemed 
easy for sitiry-writers, but I said, 
“Men aren’t made that way." But over 
In Frunce I leurne<l once that the 
streak of yellow can turn all white. 1 
picked U|> the story, bit by bit, from 
the captain of the comitany, the sen- 
tries who guarded the poor fellow, as 
well us from my own observations. At 
first I did not realize the whole of his 
story, but after a week of Investiga- 
tion It stood out as clear In my mind 
tis the mountains of luy tiullve West in 
llie t-pring kunshine. It lm|>resscd me 
so mu<'b that 1 wrote It all down In 
rest liilletii ou scru|)t> of odd paper. 
The *liieldents are, as 1 say, every bit 
true; the feelingk of ibe man atre true 
- 1 know from atll I uiaili-r»eut In the 
fip'litlaig oviT in Kruiace. 

We ualt eaill him .\lbert l.lo)d. That 
vukit’l lilk nuine, but It vtlll do; 

Albert l.lo.Nd was wbul the world 
tel liis a eowui d. 

In l.'Uelon they called him a slacker. 

ll:s eounir> hud b-*«o at t\ur nearly 
eighteen months, uul still he was not 
in khaki. 

lie had no gtaid reason for not eo- 
lit'ttng, lieltig alone In the world, hav- 
ing been educated In au orphan asy- 
lum. and thera being bo one dependent 


upon him for support. He had no good | 
position to lose, and there was no 
sweetheart to tell him with her Ups 
to go, while her eyes pleaded for him 
to stay. 

Every time he saw a recruiting ser- 
geant he’d slink around the corner out 
of sight, with a terrible fear gnawing 
at his heart. When passing the big re- 
cruiting posters, and on his way to 
business and back he passed many, he 
would pull down his cap and look the 
other way from that awful finger 
pointing at him, under the caption, 
“Your King and Country Need You 
or the boring eyes of Kitchener, which 
burned Into his very soul, causing him 
to shudder. 

Then the Zeppelin raids — during 
them, he used to crouch In a corner of 
hts boarding-house cellar, whimpering 
like a whipped puppy and calling upon 
the Lord to protect him. 

Even his landlady despised him, al- 
though she had to admit that be was 
“good pay." 

He very seldom read the papers, but 
one momentous morning the landlady 
put the morning paper at his place be- 
fore he come down to breakfast. Tak- 
ing hia seat he read the flaring head- 
line, “Conscription Bill Bassed,” and 
nearly fainted. Excusing himself, he 
stumbled upstairs to Ids bedroom, 
with the horror of It gnawing into his 
vitals. 

Having saved up a few pounds, he 
decided not to leave the house, and to 
sham sickness, so he stayed in his room 
and hud the landlady serve his meals 
there. 

Every time there was a knock at the 
door he trembled all over. Imagining It 
was a policeman who had come to take 
him away to the army. 

One morning bis fears were realized. 
Sure enough, there stood a policemuu 
with the fatal paper. Taking it in his 
trembling bund he read that he. Albert 
L(oyd, was ordered to report himself 
to the nearest recruiting station for 
physical ezainlnution. He reported im- 
lutMliately, because he was afraid to 
disobey. 

The doctor looked with approval 
upon Lloyd’s six feet of physical per- 
fection, and thought what a fine 
guardsman he would make, hut exam- 
ined his heart twice before he passed 
him as "physically fit ;" It was beating 
so fast. 

From the recruiting depot Lloyd was 
taken, with many others, in charge of 
a sergeant, to the training de|>ot at Al- 
dershot, where he was given an outfit 
of khaki, aud drew his other equip- 
ment. He made a flue-looking soldier, 
except fur the slight shrinking in his 
shoulders and the hunted look In hia 
eyes. 

At the training depot It does not 
take lung to find nut a man’s character, 
and Lloyd was promptly dubhed 
"windy.” In the ICugllsb army "windy" 
means cowardly. 

The smallest recruit In the barracks 
looked on him with contempt, and was 
not slow to show it in many ways. 

l.ioyd was a good soldier, learned 
quickly, obeyed every order promptly, 
never groused at the hardest fatigues. 
He was afraid to. He lived In deadly 
fear of the olflcera aud “noucoius" over 
him. They also despised him. 

One luurulug about three moutha 
after his enlistment Lloyd's eumpauy 
was paraded, and the names picked out 
for (he next draft to Frai^'e were read. 
When his name was eullt-d, he did not 
step tint smartly, two paces to tiie 
front, and answer cheerfully, "Here, 
sir," us tlie others did. lie Just faint- 
ed in tlie ranks and was carried to bar- 
racks uniiil tile sneers of the rest. 

Tliut niglit was an agony of misery 
to him. He could not sleep. Just eried 
and whimiiered in his bunk, because 
on the morrow the draft was to sail 
for France, where he would see death 
on all sides, aud perhaps he killetl him- 
seif. tin the steamer, crossing the 
channel, he would have Jumped over- 
board to escape, hut was afraid of 
drowning. 

Arriving in France, be aod ibe rest 


wore huddled Into cattle rare. On tk* 
aide of each aptteared In white lettera, 
“Hommea <0, ^evanx 8." After hours 
of humping over the uneven French 
roadbeds they arrived at the training 
base of Rouen. 

At thia place they were put through 
a week’a rigid training In trench war- 
fare. On the morning of the eighth 
day they paraded at ten o’clock, and 
were Inspected and passed hy General 

•I . then were marched to the quar- 

termnater’a, to draw their gaa helmeta 
and trench equipment. 

At four In the afternoon they were 
again hustled Into cattle cars. This 
time the Journey lasted two days. 
They disembarked at the town of Fre- 
vent and could hear a distant dull 
booming. With knees shaking, Lloyd 
aakwl the sergeant what the noise was, 
and nearly dropped when the sergeant 
replied In a somewhat bored tone: 

“Oh, tliero’s the guns up the line. 
We’ll be up there In a couple o’ days 
or 80 . Don’t worry, my laddie, you’ll 
see more of ’em than you want befor# 
you get ’oine to Blighty again, that is, 
if you’re lucky enough to get back.

In single file, the 
company slowly wended their way 
down the communication trench to the 
front line. No one noticed Lloyd’s 
white and drawn face. 

After they bad relieved the company 
In the trenches, Lloyd, with two of the 
old company men, was put on guard In 
one of the traverses. Not a shot was 
fired from the German lines, and no 
one paid any attention to him 
crouched on the firing step. 

On the first time in, a new recruit la 
not required to stand with his head 
“over the top." He only "alts It out," 
while the ol<^ men keep mtch. 

At about tA o'cloci, all « a sudden, 
he thought hell had broken loose, and 
crouched and ahivered up against the 
parapet.

It’s about time 
our artillery ’taped' them, and sent 
over a few. Well, I’ll be d— d, 
where’s that blighter of a draft man 
gone to? There’s his rifle leaning 
against the parapet. He must have 
legged It. Just keep your eye peeled, 
Dick, while I report it to the sergeant. 
I wonder If the fool knows he can be 
shot for such tricks as leavin’ bis 
post?" 

Lloyd had gone. When the trench 
mortars opened up, a maddening ter- 
ror seized him and he wanted to run, 
to get away from that horrible din, 
anywhere to safety. So quietly sneak- 
ing around fhe traverse, be came to the 
entrance of a communication trench, 
and run madly and blindly down It, 
running Into traverses, stumbling into 
muddy holes, und falling full length 
over trench grids.

Mixed with hls fear, be had a pe- 
culiar sort of cunning, which whi» 
pered to him to avoid all sentries, be- 
cause if they saw him be would b* 
sent back to that awful destruction In 
the front line, and perhaps he killed 
or maimed. The thought made him 
shudder, the cold sweat coming out In 
beads on hls face.

At this moment the entire black wal- 
nut growth of our forests Is subjwt to 
census elnssificntloii for war purposes. 
In behalf of the war department, boy 
scouts are asked to undertake this 
black walnut census. 

It Is desired to locate Immedlatelg 
nil available atnnding -black walnut 
timber wherever It occurs, isolated nr 
In Hinall groups aa well ns In larger 
lots. 

It la Important that every tree of 
this sperles he located and placed on 
record with details ns to Its size and 
avniinhility, together with the owner’s 
name and address, and such other data 
n.H Is essential In providing the Infor- 
mation required l).v the government. 

This Inforiuatlon data, as collected 
by aeouts, will he tabulated by the for- 
est service of tin* depniiment of agri- 
culture and placed at the disposal nf 
the goveriiiuent. The government tioes 
not ask for old black wiiluiit furniture, 
hut only the tiniher.

From a town In the South 
i France comes the following: ‘Yester- 

' day Oenornl ^ requested Us to 

receive with him the two officers 
i and two hundred American soldiers 
' arriving here tomorrow morning. 

' The same number has Just arrived at 

i . We will offer our services 

I to the comniandnlg officer for any- 
! thing wi> may be able to do for 
I them or their men. As we are the 
ionlv American workers here we feel 
' that It Is HP to us to help them in 
every way possible. 

"Ijater. The expected contingent 
of American soldiers arrived yester- 
day. Private was taken to 

the hospital late In the afternoon. 
He was too exhausted to see anyone 
then, but th«y doctor let me see ’-'"i 
th morning, and this afternoon 
went back for half an hour,- taking 
him some small comforts soap, 
towel and face cloth, also maga- 
zines. though he is still too weak to 
road. The hospital where he Is. Is 
^ one of the nicest here and 1 will 

■ sae that he wants for nothing. 

I The second American case was 
; I rather difficult. HU commanding of- 
ficer sent word from three kilometers 
distant, to ask us to oall for him 
and arrange for hU admission to a 
hospital. He had a bad case of 
nicKislcs and was unfortunately barred 
from the Prefecture hospital where 

Private Is being so well cared 

for. The pavilion for ooiuagious cas- 
Cf, at was full, and an noth- 

ing but a place, not at all suitable 
for the care of an American soldier 
and which 1 could not consider, was 
available." 1 insisted that some other 
arrangement should be made. 

The Medecln Chef of the place was 
away, but I finally saw 'th“ civil ad- 
ministrator. and asked It a bed 
could not be added to the pavilion 
ward, to which he Immediately as- 
sented. I was very much pleased 
that he will now bo comfortable. My 
eflort must be to see that our sol- 
diers receive the best possible care 
in the best hospitals here. As a 
matter of fact there U already great 
rivalry among the hospitals to se- 
cure our men. 

I arranged to have the third Am- 
erican soldier placed In a bed next 

to Private . These two big men 

with their gentle smiles make a 
strange note among the twelve 
French boys of the class 1919, who 
complete the ward. Our two sol- 
diers, with the aid of a phrase book, 
are commencing to make themselves 
understood a bit. As they have very 
llUle fever they are not on a strict 
diet, and we are permitted to bring 
them a few delicacies. 

Private Is a great favorite. 

Now that he is well enough to alt 
UP lip receives visits from the direct- 
or of the hospital, the wife of the 
Prefect his captain, all the 

nrettv Infirmleres. and Is vastly 
nlcased with these attentions. He 
asks me to tell his nurse and the 
director of the hospital that he Is 
very well satisfied and that he cannot 
say enough for the care he has 
been given. He owes his recovery to 

■ excellent treatment and unremitting 
( care, for he wias dangerously 111 when 

he was taken off the train. 

NEW WORKER 

“I own <0 a very genuine thrill 
when I found myaelf running over 
these perfect roads, past long lines 
ot soldiers and machine guns, camp 
kitchens, supply wagon- and shell 
torn villages. Captain Boyer of the 
Red Cross met «s at Bar-le-Duc and 
accompanied us here. 

It was a delightful sensation to 
step from the motor, walk through 
the gate in the wall, and find our- 
selves in a most attractive bungalow, 
surrounded by apple and plum trees 
'p full bloom, with a long line of 
bee hires down one side, and a 
week-old kid (the kind gloves are 
made of) skipping around after Its 
mother. Guns were booming a very 
Iktle way off. and there was the 
whirring of countless areoplanes. 

We are simply lost in admiration 
nf everything here, from the Sous- 
Prefect to the soup ladle. We had 
! luncheon with Captain Boyer, and 
I talked over plans, marked off villages 
land hospitals on the map and decid- 
ed where to begin. 

! "We biid at first some difficulty In 
I getting anyone in the village to give 
I Us mi-als as they said the American 
ladli‘8 were so uncertain. We have 
promised to be on the minute or let 
them eat the meal, «nd we are afraid 
Jtliat their clocks will all run fast! 

' 1 There Is going to be a lot of work 
to do and we ne^d all the help you 
I can send us. 

I “Early this morning we were 
I awakened by the souim of bugle calls 
and later, we listened to a spirited 
I band of music leading all of the sol- 
,diers and their nine officers out of 
I village and Into the (trenches — 
and— who knows where. « 

: "The Commandant has told us to 
I call on him for anything except 
more space for work. In all the vil- 
lages we have visited so far it is 
I the same thing, soldiers and officers 
occupy every corner, and to have a 
I room — even a tiny one — is almost 
Impossible. In one villace. (he 
Haire is to give ua the use ot bis 
I office for two hours each week; in 
another village we can have the 
I school bop<e for two hours on 
Tburs^v afternoons, etc. We have 
' tet^Kraphod vou for what we need, 
and ore looking forn-ard to opening 
the oenerous Alcazar cases."' 

GOOD GOO JEALOUS

Farm Letters 

By Edward Lukeman 


At this writing it ’begins to look 
as if the situation In sonic lines mav 
bo much Imnrovcd. That is Is early 
summer crop promise Is borne out. 
at harvest time. 

Take wheat. Not only in the acre- 
age now coming to harvest, very 
large; not only Is there liberal 
acreage planuM in the wluai slates, 
bat almost every stale, that has 
never gone into wlieai growing be- 
fore. has gone into it somewhat this 
year, and most encouraging ot all 
is the harvest. Beginning lu the 
extreme South there isexetlleiit prom- 
ise of a big yield barring ot course 
the drouth, or Insect or fungous ai- 
t>ack, before spring sown grain is 
secured. June estimates of winter 
wheat alone were 600.000.000 bushels 
and upwards. Then add to this the 
spring seeding^ and there Is sugges- 
tion of a round billion bushels all 
told. June acreage plantt'd was 22,- 
000,000, which added to 36,000.000 
winner, gives a total of 68.000,000, 
against 47,000,000 artta planted in 
1917. 

In regard to tlie potato crop evi- 
dently the area planted is smaller 
that one year ago. All farmers who 
carried a surplus at planting, know 
condition of the niarkot and it is 
possible that, plenty of old potatoes 
can not be disposed of before the new. 
crop arrives.. Add to this the high 
price of fertilizer and the shortage 
Of labor, as well as a severe fTost 
In late June in Northern Maine, will 
reduce the number ' bushels grown 
in this section. But lu New York, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, about the 
usual acreage was planted and there 
is much hope for the crop at this 
early time, as it gives promise of 
being an average one. 

So discouraging was the onion 
market of the past year, 'that many 
growers have reduced the acreage 
this season, and this is true in 
most states where onions are grown 
j.commerciall.v. In some parts of 
the onion territory, notably Ohio and 
I wesitward, the residue of the 1917 
crop was pnacticallv thrown away, 
especially when the big Texas har- 
veat began to move North. It Is 
idle to guess on prices for September 
when the crop will mature, yet 
many growers believe that owing to 
the scarcity of food that fair pric- 
es will be obtained. ^ 

Planting of corn was finished in 
generally a promising way. Acreage 
noarly as large as last year’s enor- 
mous total, and probably 10,000,000 
more acres than ever before, except 
1917. The young plants started 
well with plenty of moisture and a 
good stand, and everything looks 
promising and an excellent crop of 
rye, oats and barley at this time 
now seem certain. 

Apple tcfes almost everywhere 
present a thrifty appearance, al- 
though some exceptions in Maine 
where baldwlns were winter killed. 

Orchards as a rule bloomed well 
in New York. Michigan and west- 
I ward, and te fruit set somewhat un- 
even with here and there some de- 
ficiency. Very much higher freighit 
ratCR will Incease Ihe cost of trans- 
porting western fruit, and also help 
the eastern grower. Apple barrels 
promise to be very scarce thla year, 
consequently the price is very high. 
Eighty cents each is the price quot- 
ed at the present time. 

The peach crop is practically a 
failure in New York and practically 
all the Southern New England states. 

I have given you the crop situa- 
tion at the present writing. I do 
this, 80 you will be fully informed 
in regard to what crops are short 
I and what you 'An expect a surplus 
I in. Then plant accordingly. 

! It is time now to set out cab- 
j bage and celery plants. Have you 
i done so? If you go about it at 
! once, and get them in so they can 
I take advantage of the rains. You 
.ought t'O plant every foot of vour 
I garden, and make it produce some- 
’thing worth while. If the peas are 
done bearing, remove them and plant 
to cabbage, celery or spinach. Beets 
I oi carrots can also be grown at 
this time Or even a crop of beans. 

I You want to get two crops from 
every foot of your garden, and when 
' vou do this you make your garden 
twice ita size. Of course it’s more 
work, but you ought to be willing 
I to do a little extra at this time, 
j We'Ve got to help feed laiy, France, 
Belgium and England, as well as 
some of the other countries, and if 
wc- are not willing to do this, then 
! we will have to win this war alone 
and nobody wants that. 1 know it's 
a little hard to give to so many ex- 
i tra calls and then have to do this ex- 
tra work besides, but as I have told 
^ you before, we still have a good 
I deal easier lime thaip the boys in 
I the trenches.

Expose 
to sun until dry and transparent. Se- 
lect the best clear brown resin, melt 
It in a clean basin, to nearly a boll, 
which will clear it of turpentine or 
other volatile oils. Pour in paper 
molds.

The driuk of the 
pimple Is rain water, wbleh they pre- 
serve with gn*at care; their fuel, a 
sort of turf, which they gather and 
form with the hiiiuls.

It was Impnssihle to believe 
It was a mirage and not really the 
ln'diitifiil lake that It seemed — a lake 
dotted with wooded Islands anf 
rringed In places with deep green for 
ests. 

I have seen ndrnges In other desorti 
ill <iilier lands, hut 1 have never sect 
anything like the Mesopotnniinn ml 
rage. We drove straight on and 1 < 
came so close that I was sure I could 
'•ee a ripple on Its surface. Then sud- 
■leiily It went away off. and where It 
had Itecn our skhiproof tires were lium- 
miag on the hard-paoked s.and and I 
saw that the wooded Islands had been 
created out of nothing hut pntches of 
camel tliorn and that the trees of the 
voresis were tufis of dry grass not 
iiore than six Inches high. 

Off on the far horizon a camel car- 
avan was swinging slowly along and 
I he camels looked like some mammoth 
prclil.storlc beasts, while In another 
dlrci ilon what we took to be camels 
turned out to he n string of diminutive 
doiikt'vs under pack saddles laden with 
hales of the desert grass roots that the 
Arabs use for fuel. 

The mirage has played an Interest- 
ing part In the Mesopotamian cam- 
paigns. In soiiift plaee.s It Is practi- 
cally eontimious the year round, and It 
adds greatly to the difliculties of an 
army in action. It Is seldom mistaken 
for anything but what It Is. of course, 
but It does curious things to distance 
and to objects both animate and inani- 
mate. Incidentally It renders the ao- 
enrute adjustment of gun ranges al- 
most altogether Impossible. 

One of the most curious incidents of 
the whole war happened In connection 
^vIth a mirage and on the very spot 
over whlrli I drove that first day out 
in the desert. 

The battle of Shniba was one of the 
hardest-fought l)attles in the whole 
Mespot campaign and victory for a 
while was anybody’s. It was going 
very badly for the British, their losses 
being heavier than they could stand 
for long. And though the Turks were 
In overwhelmingly superior numbers 
It was going very badly for them as 
well. This the British officer com- 
manding did not realize and he wan 
Just on the point of giving nn order for 
retirement — which would have been 
fatal to the British In Mesopotamia — 
when to his astonishment he discov- 
ered that the Turks w^re in full re- 
tr^ I What a moment ! 

The desert was full of mirage and 
the Turkish commander — who really 
ought to hove been more familiar with 
local phenomena — saw* approaelilng 
from the southeast wliat looked to lilm 
like heavy rd-onforcoments. It was 
nothing hut a supply and ambulance 
train magnified and multiplied by the 
deceptive desert atmosphere! When 
he <irdered nn Immediate retreat his 
already unnerved troops stnmpe<led 
and his demoralized rear guard was 
hounded and harassed l)y great hands 
of nomad Arabs all tlie way to Khn- 
mlsseyeh, nearly ninety miles away. 
He learned the truth a few days later 
and committed suicide!

Bungalows 
are not supposed to he high. They arc, 
in the pure type, single-story buildings, 
and since this feature is their iiilier- 
eut mark of distinction the contrast is 
carried still further by placing a roof 
ou tiu-iu which will einphabize their 
flatness. 

In fact, the roof Is of prime impor- 
tance In a bungalow, for it is in the 
roof that the greatest effect may be 
obtained in iidjustliig the njtpcarnnce 
of the structure to meet the deiuaiid 
for something distinctive or something 
new. .\s a rule, when the appearance 
of the house is the governing factor, 
the roof will be given, such form that 
very little storage sftace Is possible; 
but. If necessary, there is no reason 
why the designer cannot produce a 
structure of the distinct bungalow type 
and still shape the roof In such a man- 
ner that u generous attic space Is pro- 
vided. 

The method employed to enlarge the 
space above the first floor without de- 
stroying the appearance of broadness 
consists In using either u straight hip- 
roof construction or u comhiuution of 
the hip Hiid gable types, with the hip 
type predominating. Occasionally flat 
roof dormers are used ia connection 
with the hip roof to jiroduce the suiuo 
result. The effect is altogether pleas- 
ing to the eye, and the several advan- 
tages of the more generous storage 
space which Is ,/rovlded in the attic 
have recommend-^ It In a great many 
cases. Aside from this fact. If the 
space is nut used fty storage it still 
serves a very good purpose In provid- 
ing an insulating layer ot air which 
will keep the lower floor cool in the 
hottest weather. 

An attractive little bungalow of sim- 
ple construction is shown here us an 
example of the possibility of utilizing 
the hip-roof construction. The roof of 
this pleasant little home is almost 
purely of this type, the only addition 
belug the small projecting dormer. 
This dormer adds space to the attic 
•nd also provides (be means of admit- 
ting light to the upper floor. An ar- 
tistic touch ia given the main roof by 
breaking the alope Just above the 
eaves and carrying the last few feet 
down at a new elope. Several inter- 
esting details are included in the de- 
aign of this little cottage. 

The aides are finished with beveled 
siding and the roof is shingled. The 
chimney Is of the out-built type and 
Is constructed of cobble stones. It Is 
quite massive and adds a great deal to 
the exterior attractiveness of the lit- 
tie bungalow. The broad front iturcb, 
extending across the front of the 
bouse, is a pleasing feature, it is at- 
tractively decorated with the block 
I columns and (be simple raliiug. Wlth- 
: out the expenditure of a great deal of 
, money the exterior of this bouse baa 
- been made very neat. 

; Tbe arrangement of rooms and the 
I design of Interior details are of ape- 
I cial lutereet. Tbe living room aud tbe 
diuiug room form an attractive com- 
bination. Tbe eodre wall between 
theae two rooms la removed, forming 


trul wall of the building and is also 
very handy to the dining-room door 
The stove is intended to be placi-d 
against the rear wall of the kitchen, 
where a very short length of pipe will 
connect It with the chimney. The 
rear porch Is built right into the house 
and furuishes a handy kitchen annex. 
The refrigerator may be placed on this 
porch, where it is Iced without caus- 
ing the iceman to take many steps into 
the house. 

Along the other side of the house 
are the two bedrooms with the 
bath between. The bedroom closets 
are unusually large. A small hall 
makes all of the rooms in this part of 
the hou.se independent. The base- 
ineut Is entered from this hall ana tbs 
attic is reached through the kitchen. 
The basement Is of sufliclent size to be 
very useful. Suflh’leiit headroom is 
provided so that a heating plant of any 
desired type may be installed.

(lufTy corn flour cakc.s cap ho nunlo 
by using one lionlon ogg, a lialf-toa- 
spoonfiil of salt, a cupful of sour milk ; 
the richer the hotter, and a half-toa- 
spoonful of soda ; stir In enough corn 
flour to make it of the consistency 
liked for cakes. The thinuor they will 
cook and turn well the more delicate 
Is the texture of the cake. Serve 
these with maple sirup or corn sirup 
and the family will ask for them again 
and again. 

Fried cornmoal mush l.s another 
good and suhstantlal hrenkfast dish 
“which will stay hy" until another 
meal. Bits of meat, chopped dried 
fruit like dates and figs or nuts, are 
all good to add to It and increase the 
food value of the dish. 

Vegetables, because of their hulk, 
are tnost necessary and should form 
a large part of the food of the entire 
family after It Is out of the milk stage. 
Vegetables are rich In ininoral salts 
and vegetable acl«%t as well as the 
wonderful and little known, growth 
determinants. "An onion a day keeps 
the doctor away." If the women who 
are an ounce overweight would cut 
out on^ meal a day or eat very lightly 
at luncheon and not gonuaudize at 
dinner, they would feel better, he hap- 
pier and able to accomplish tnoro 
work and at the some tltne he doing 
something to help win the war by con- 
serving food. Children should not be 
stinted, as they need food for growth ; 
but the average iniin or woman might 
easily cut down the food from one- 
quarter to a half and gain In physical 
as well as mental power hy so doing. 

It is not well to serve cornmeal at 
noon or night If it has been served In 
any form at breakfast, tinless the fam- 
ily is especially fond of It. 

Cottage Cheese Club Sandwich.— 
Toast three slices of broad on one side, 
butter and cut In halves diagonally; 
spread thickly on the untoasted side 
with cottage cheese; add water cress, 
salad dressing, and the other half of 
toast. Garnish wltli cre.ss or parsley.

COOKING IN CAMP. 

For the housewife dependent upon 
her modern equipment to aid in mak- 
ing housework a 
pleasure, the sim- 
ple outfit of the 
rt'ul camper would 
find her lielpless. 
We need to get 
away from all the 
convenieiieos tliat 
make life enjoy- 
able to really ap- 
preciate our blessings, while the nov- 
elty for the time being of going with- 
out and using our own iiigeuuity, is a 
source of pleasure. 

The camp cook who can produce a 
good meal with the background of a 
hunk of bacon, u frying pan and a 
sack of meal. Is worth further ac- 
quaintance. He builds his fire, mak- 
lug a stove of stones, on which 4^ 
places his frying pan ; then with a little 
salt pr>rk or bacon soon sizzling In It 
he lays to his freshly caught fish all 
rolled In seasoned meal, aud a crisp, 
delicious bit satisfies tbe appetite ot 
a hungry camper. 

Fish, fresh from the ruDUing brook, 
broiled before a fire while held by two 
sticks, will give the uolnltlated the 
taste of a savory dish which clvlllia- 
tion never can produce. 

The delicious mushrooms growing 
In such abundance in tbe woods and 
fields will make a full meal when well 
prepared. One must have enough 
knowledge to distinguish the good from 
the poisonous varieties. There is an 
endless variety of good foods which 
''may be prepared in the woods. 

A fowl or wild game of any kind, 
dressed and covered with a paste of 
barley flour and water to keep In tbe 
Juices and flavors, may be burled la 
bot ashes and roasted to toothsome de- 
llciousness. Remove the paste, aad 
, any ashes clinging to it will come oft 
with It. The seasoning, of course, must 
all be done before it goes Into tbe 
ashes. 

If one is not able to go for an out- 
ing. unhampered with weight and 
ready to enjoy even, the diacomforts of 
simple foods prepared la tbe open, be 
would better stay at home, for such are 
not agreeable companlops. The broad- 
est, most helpful people are they who 
never lose tbe childlike eojogmeot of 
simple pleasures.

Considerable damage has been done 
by plant lice, and greater losses will 
be sustained if prompt measures are 
not taken to eradicate them. 'These 
lice have appeared on potatoes in 
vurlou.s parts' of WeymcKuHi. altlunigh 
they have not done as much damage 
ns north of Boston, where many 
plants have been destroytHl. 

Many Weymouth gardeners are 
complaining, though, that the lice arc 
ruining their cucumbers. 'These also 
attack pcvis. melons and some root 
crops, as well as llowcrs, especially 
nasturtiums, sweet peas and golden 
glow. They come in assorted col- 
ors. but all have the same habit ot 
fi'cding, gathering on tlio under sides 
of the leaves and sucking the juices. 
If vorv numerous they will cover 
the stents so thickly that there isn't 
room for a pin point between them. 

If taken cxtrly all plant lice arc 
easily controlled by using a tohaceo 
preparation or kerosene emulsion. 
Wlicn they become miineroiis, tin so 
ri ineilies aiM less ellcctive. .Most 
toliacco ri'tiiedios are ralln r cxiieiis- 
ive. Kerosene emulsion eosts imieh 
le.ss. hut is more likely to burn tlic 
Dlants. If. liowever. -a prrparid cnnil- 
sion is lioiiglil at Ilie stores and ap- 
plied according to directions, llic 
plant.s will not be liarmed. 

If your g-:irden hannons to be near 
eiiougli to Hie lumsc so tlnit you ean 
rcacli it witii tlie hose, you ean get 
rill of Hie lice easily liy sending a 
strong stream against Hic under 
sides of till' pl-anls. The best iilan is 
lo lake off tlie nozzle and to regu- 
late the size of Hie stream with your 
thumb. Lieo do not thrive in a wet 
time, and a lianl sliower will destroy 
thousands. Consideralile benefit conics 
from disloilging the pest by heating 
tlie plants with a light switch. If the 
cultivator nan lie used immediately 
afterwards, myriads of lice will be 
buried. 

Another brood of potato bugs bas 
arrived and immediate spraying with 
arsenate of load is required. If you 
can use hordcaux mixture ooinhined 


with the poison, ns in Pyrox, you will 
help control the blight nt the samo 
time. 'Too much emphasis oannot bo 
laid on the necossllv of keeping tho 
potato plants friM) from blight. 

If the potatoes arc showing nt tho 
surface of the ground, hill up the 
plants n littlo so that tho sun will 
not scald them. If deep planting 
was practltwl. no hilling will bo 
needed. Those left in Ihe ground will 
continue to grow as long as the tops 
remain green. 

Pull the suckers from the corn If 
they are numerous. A few suckers 
will cause no trouble. Bo sure that 
the late nlanled root crops are thin- 
ned a« soon as large enough. Dther- 
wlso they will grow spindling and 
make poor plants. 

Yon enu sHll plant early turnips, 
quick growing string beniis like Six 
Weeks and Honntiful, early beets, 
nulisli'"'. kohlr.'Hii anil b'ttuce.

— Itetiirnlni fedprel aol- 
diara, nalinra and inarlnra am haliiK 
raonlvfd now for vocational Inatnic- 
tton and rrliabllitatlon at Hoapltal 
Training School, General Hoapltal No. 
T, tha former home of Mra. T. Har- 
liaon Oarrrtt, at Bnltlnioro, Md. The 
hoapltal la outfitted to accononodate 
250 men and haa large recreation 
flelda and an eitenalve acreage In gar- 
dona. 

<'ol. .Tamea Bordley of the anrgeon 
general'a otflee In charge of the re- 
odiicntlon of the hllntl, haa announced 
the appointment of G. II. Ilurrilt of 
tha Pennaylvanla Instlttite for the In- 
atructlon of the Blind aa the educa- 
tional director of thia army hoapltal 
training sc-hoed. with Mlaa .Tenny A. 
Turner, former dealgner for the Maa- 
oachtisetta conunlaalon for the hlind. aa 
a reconstruction aide. Mias Ttirner 
haa been working with the retttrned 
Wounded aoldlera at tha Walter Reed 
hoapltal, Washington. 

The Minded soldiers from overseas 
will he discharged from the hospital 
after they have been taught a practi- 
cal self-supporting trade, have been 
'put In good physical condition, and 
taught to rend aiandard printing In 
ralaed type. The tnen will be sent to 
their own home comimtnltles and 
placed In the trades for which they 
have been trained. Red Cross work- 
ers will watch after their welfare. 

Co-operating with the army medical 
department, the Red Cross Institute 
for the Blind Is now making a national 
survey of Industrlea open to blinded 
soldiers. Instructions will he made 
to conform with preparations for these 
Industrlea. The federal board for 
vocational education Is arranging a 
plan for the economic and social su- 
porvlslan of all wounded and maimed 
aoldlera. 

The war service committee of the 
American Library association reports 
that 43ri.000 hooka were shipped to 
American soldiers In France up to 
July 1. The books went in tonnage . 
apace granted at the request of Geiir 
eral Pershing on the decks of trans- 
ports, where they were used by the 
men on the voyage and unpacked for 
use In France: In naval vessels for 
naval baaea abroad ; and in Red Trosa 
tonnage for the hospitals In France 
and England. 

A total of more than 2,500,000 hooka 
have been supplied by the American 
Library aaauclatlon to the camps and 
stations In the United States and over- 
oeaa. Approximately .*>00,000 of these 
hooks were purchaaed, others having 
come ns gifts from the American peo- 
ple through the public libraries of the 
country. Nearly 40 library hiilhlings 
hav*; been erected, and 000 camps In 
America, alone, have received collec- 
tions of hooks. 

■ I'wo hundred llbrarlaitgA including 
leaders In tlielj profession in^'tlils coun- 
try. are giving their time to llbrarj* 
war service. Most of these are serv- 
ing as cninp librarians, assistants, and 
organizers In the held; others are In 
dispatch otHees for the shipment of 
books to France. 


Ilethods of thrift now In 

the army quartermaster ge^^PP of- 
fice, Including the repair of clotlting 
and shoes, where possible, have cut 
down the Issue of new clothing and 
shoes from 30 to 40 per cent In some 
Instances. 

The plants where the mending Is 
done are run In connection with forts 
and camps by thecaiup quartermaster. 
When a soldier tears or rips a gar- 
ment he turns It In to his supply oili- 
eer. When the soles of bis shoes wear 
out or the heel runs down, the shoes 
go back to the aama ofticer. These 
gsnnents and shoes are taken to the 
repair shops mansged hy the conser- 
vation and rerlainatinn officer. When 
repaired and put In order they are re- 
tumod te the original owner If pos- 
sible, and if tha original owner cannot 
be located they serve some other sol- 
dier. 

Hundreds of women are being em- 
ployed by the war department In the 
work of repairing the garments of sol- 
diers and In the laundries at camps 
and cautoBments. Fraference In this 
employment Is given the wives, sisters, 
end mothers of meo In the service. By 
paying fl a month a soldier Is entitled 
te a weekly bundle of laundry In which 
tbs number of articles la aot limited. 

Do not waste Ice, ssys the United 
Btatca food admlBlstration. Do not use 
MS a luxury to serve with aalads, 
fruits, and aes faads and do not put 
axtre thaa la aBcaasary In glaasea of 
water, tea. and dUier drlnka. 

There Is ta no curtailment on 
the use of ice as a neceaalty, but it 
should be used carefully In luralltles 
where any ahurtage la Indli-aled. It 
Is conatdered a necessity when used to 
preserve food and In administering 
comfort, and every reaaouaMe effort 
arlll be made to see itui families are 
saippllad with their UfiUmate aeeda. 


Secretary of l,ahi>r Wilson mn* ea 
till* ex)ilnnntton of the general ninblllt- 
atbin of labor for war Industrlea, 
recruiting for which Is to l>egln Aug- 
ust I under direction of the Uniterl 
States empinynumt service: 

"npglf)nlng with rotnmon labor, 
this service will fradtially lake charge 
of the mobilizing and placing of all la- 
bor for war Industries employing 100 
or more workers. This will profound- 
ly affect nil other Industries and all 
other workers. It will correct the 
sbiises an<l troubles growing out of the 
large labor turnover with the conae* 
qneiit disruption of regular work. 

•‘Every safeguard must be taken to 
protect the standard of living and tha 
morale of the wage earners. Espe- 
cially must great care l)e taken to 
keep the age limit of those who enter 
ln<lustry at n high level, lest we roh 
our future ctllzenship of Its right to 
growth and time for education. IVe 
must also take, knowledge of the dan- 
gers attendant upon the large entrance 
of women Into heavy and hnf4irdoun 
Industries. 

“The exigencies of war times should 
not he made the occasion for the break- 
ing down of those standards of hours, 
wages, and conditions of work which 
are designed to protect the childhood, 
the womanhood, and the motherhood 
of tlie present and the future. 

“Experts tell us It takes from six 
to ten workers at home to keep one 
soldier on the firing line In Europe. 
Whatever, therefore, helps to mohlllze, 
distribute and energize those who do 
the work of our war Industries has 
become as important a factor In win- 
ning the war as the prowess of our 
armies In the Held or our navy on 
the sens.” 

The war department has established 
five central ofllcers’ training camps, at 
whlcti civilians and enlisted men will 
he trained for commissions In the of- 
ficers’ reserve corps. Infantry train- 
ing enmps are l«)cated at f’nmp Lee. 
Petersburg. Va. : ramp Gordon, Atlan- 
ta. Ga., and Camp Pike, Little Rock, 
Ark.; field artillery at (’amp Taylor, 
Louisville, Ky., nnd machine gun at 
Camp Hancock, Augttsta, Ga. 

These training schools will be run 
continuously, n new class being admit- 
ted monthly. The course of training 
will he four months at the Infantry 
and mnehlne-gun schools and three 
months at the field artillery achool. 
The whools are open to qualified en- 
listed men In all branches of the serv- 
ice except coast artillery, signal corps 
and labor nnlt.s. The number of civil- 
ians admitted will he limited. 

To be eligible for admission candi- 
dates must be betwei'n twenty years, 
eight months and forty years ; citizens 
of the United States, and not born In 
any of the countries with which the 
United States Is at war or allies of 
such countries. Enlisted men must 
have the moral, educational and phy- 
sical quaJIficatlons required of an of- 
‘ficer. Civilians must he graduates of 
a high school or have pursued an 
equivalent course of Instruction, be of 
good moral character, and have the re- 
quired physical qualifications. 

In addition to the above qualifica- 
tions, candidates for the field artillery 
must possess a thorough understanding 
nnd working knowledge of arithmetic, 
and plane geometry. Trained civil, me- 
chan!<'al, electrical, mining and archi- 
tectural engineers are desired. Civilian 
nitpllcants will be certified by the army 
olficer on duty as professor of military 
science nnd tactics at the educational 
Instlliition nearest the t^gslirlence of the 
applicant. 

A children’s recreation drive Is on 
to continue during July and August, 
under tlie auspices of the ofllldren's 
hurenu, department of labor, and the 
woman’s committee of the council of 
iiiitlonni defense. It will culminate 
In “patriotic play week," September 
1-7, In which the work of 11,(K)0,()(M 
woni^^<i||y) organlzHlp recreation In 
10,000 iP%xunltiea will coma to an 
en<l. 

“To be strong for victory the na- 
tion must let her children play,” said 
Charles Frederick Weller, associate 
secretary of the Playgrounds and Rec- 
reation Association of America. No 
time nor money can be spared from 
war-winning activities, but the win- 
ning of the war depends on man pow- 
er, and man power cannot be suetaln- 
ed In any nation without healtb and 
wholeoomeneaa in the children. 

Far worie than exhausting Ameri- 
ca's financial capital would be the ez- 
haastinn of child Ufa, which lx man- 
power capllai. 

“England and France began as tha 
United States' baa been templed to be- 
gin — by letting the children pay too 
heavily for the war In rhild lalp>r, In- 
creaaed delinquency, overtaxed nerves, 
weakened bodlee, and premature 
deetba. but England and France turned 
to lift wer burdena from the chlldrea 
by giving tbent a chance to play. Tbera 
Is urgent need to give our boys and 
girla aa American iquare deal— their 
safety valve of play.**

The events of the past three and three-quarters years have shown 
that we have got to put a complete stop to the day of dual citizenship in 

this country. There is only room for one kind of man in this country, 

and that is an American who is an American and nothing else. There 
is no room for a fifty-fifty allegiance in this country. If any man says 
that he loves another country as much as he docs this, send him to the 
other country. Accept no divided allegiance. 

I care not where a man was born or what land his parents came from.

Unless We Have Money to Equip and

If 
he has an inactive brain (loyalty of the people), he will soon be licked. 
If he has a poor stomach (the people’s desire) that is not trained to stand 
the stress of battle, he will soon find himself at the mercy of his enemy. 

There is the other thing that he must have to win, backbone’ (pros- 
perity), for without backbone he cannot last long enough to win any 
first-class battle. 

Wars in these days are a matter of men and money. Unless a nation 
has both she will make a poor show as a fighter. Thank heaven, we have 
both in this country today and on both is based our finally being able 
to lick even Germany, the greatest prize fighter the world ever saw. 

Men needed to fight are already either at the front, in the training 
camps learning, or ready for the call. But unless we have the money to 
equip them and feed them and pay them, they will be of no practical use 
in this war. So money is a necessity after all. And to get money in 
large quantity we must have prosperity. A prosperous people can wage 
modern war, a people without prosperity cannot. Then let’s keep the 
country prosjierous, for the war will be won by our prosperity. 


Sheep Production Must Be Increased to 
Meet Meat Requirements of Nation

The number of sheep in our farming sections has declined nearly 
one-third since 1900, and the decline for the entire country has been over 
13 per cent. Our actual sheep population today is approximately 
33,000,000 head, while according to good authority our grazing area 
should easily maintain 150,000,000. 

The development of agriculture over the western-plains reduced the 
former great cattle industry. Our great staple meat food, beef, has been 
advancing in price for years, but with utter lack of foresight we have 
failed to promote the production of mutton and lamb, which is the most 
wholesome meat product, which is produced at less cost, and is therefore 
a desirable substitute for the more costly beef. Our lack of attention to 
sheep has not only affected our meat supply but it has rendered us 
dependent on foreign countries for the major portion of our wool supplies, 
with which to provide our people with woolen clothing. 

The war has brought to us the new experience of meatless days, and 
to many of our people with slender purses it will bring woolless clothing. 
Our lack of w(X)l supplies has been a cause of great embarrassment to 
our government in supplying our military requirements. These sudden 
acute conditions have been brought about by the pressure of war.

From the appeals that are being made for aoldier tobacco funds one 
ia likely to get the idea that no man can fight until be has had his tobao(X) 
ration. It should be emphasized that tobacco is for tha aoldier who has 
acquired the habit before going over, to him a necessity, and General Per-

Tile reverse side of the vest Is made 
of canton flannel or other cloth, pro- 
vided with R practicnl and roomy 
lK>cket nnd then the vest Is neatly 
bound with brabl. Leather hook cov- 
er# and leather postenrds can he used 
'In these vests, ns well ns ploves, niul 
some Interestlnp — not to sny ntniislnp 
— vests result from the use of these. 
Any sort of usable leather mny he 
cornmnndeered for this purpo.se — pil- 
low tops, table covers nnd book covers. 
The leather must be firm nnd whole, 
nnd contributions nre doubly welcome 
when they come In clean.

Cleanliness in Bread Making. 

Cleanliness Is Important In all 
forms of cookery, but Important 
for several reasons in bread 
making. Bread almost always 
’contains bacteria, and these are 
likely to produce iu dough sub- 
stances which spoil the flavor of 
the bread. Yeast has no flavor 
which survives the cooking, and 
the substances which It pro- 
duces, carbon dioxide and alco- 
hol, are driven off by the* bent 
of the oven. Bacteria, on the 
other hand, are likely to pro- 
duce sour or rancid substances 
which are not removed by bak- 
ing.

Special emphasis Is placed this year 
by food conservation specialists on the 
Importance of, drying. This method 
requires no sugar, and as its advon- 
tnges become better known is attain- 
ing wide popularity. Nearly every 
product of the soil can be dried and 
thus preserved for use months nnd 
even years later. Bulletins describing 
tested drying methods will be sent free 
on application to the United States 
department of agriculture. 

Vegetables and fruits can be dried 
In an oven. In trays or racks over the 
kitchen stove, or In a specially con- 
atmeted drier. There are small driers 
on the market which give satisfactory 
results. The small cookstove driers 
or evaporators nre small ovenllke 
structures usually made of galvanized 
sheet iron, or of wood and galvanized 
Iron. Tliey are of such size that they 
can be placed on the top of an ordi- 
nary gas, wood or coal range or kero- 
sene stove. 

A Homemade Drier. 

A drier that can be used on a gas, 
wood or coal range or kerosene stove 
can be easily and cheaply made. The 
dimensions of the ones shown In the 
photograph are : base 24 by 16 Inches ; 
height, SO inches (Including tlie.baae). 
The drier cun Le made smaller if de- 
sired. 

The base, 6 inches high. Is made of 
galvanized sheet Iron. It flares toward 
the bottom, and hns two small open- 
ings for ventilation In each of the 
four sides. On the base rests a hox- 
Ilke frame made of 1 or IVi-lncb 
strips of wood. The two sides are 
braced with 1 *,4 -inch strips which 
serve as cleats on which the trays in 
the drier rest. These are placed at 
Intervals of 3 inches. The frame Is 
covered with tin or galvanized sheet 
Iron which Is lacked to the wooden 
strips of the frame. Thin strips of 
wood may be used instead of tin or 
sheet iron. The door Is fitted on small 
hinges and fastened with a thumb 
lulc'h. It opens wide so that the trays 
can easily be removed. The bottom 
in the drier Is made of a piece of per- 
forated galvanized alieet Iron. Two 
Inches shove the bottom Is placed a 
solid sheet of galvanised Iron, three 
Inches less In length and width than 
the bottom. This sheet rests on two 
wires fastened to the sides of the 
drier. This prevents the direct heat 
from coming In contact with the prod- 
uct and serves as a radiator to spread 
the heat mure evenly. 

Will Held Bight Trsya. 

The first tray Is placed 3 Inches 
above the radiator. The trays rest on 
tbe cleats 8 Inches apart. A drier of 
the given dimensions will bold eight 
trays. Tbe frame for tbe tray Is made 
of l-ioeh strips on which is tacked gal- 
vanized screen wire, which forms the 
bottom of tbe tray. Tbe tray la 21 by 
15 locbes, making it 3 lorbes less In 
depth than the drier. Tbe lowest tray 
when placed in tbe drier Is pushed to 
l|te back, leevlng tbe S-im-b space in 
fniot. The next tray Is placed even 
with the front. Icnviof m 8-inch epnee 
la tbe hack. The ether traye altemete 
la thn nUM way. A veotiUtur opening

Your Cleaning Closet. 

A closet, cupboard or wardrobe In 
the kitchen is the best place for keep- 
ing tbe denning utensils. A bnckstnlr 
closet Is also a good place. One end 
of a back porch may be inclosed nnd 
used for such a purpose. The closet 
should have plenty of hooks and racks 
for utensils and a ahelf for cleaning 
materials. 

The housekeeper should choose uten- 
sils according to her own needs and 
according to the requirements of her 
honse. Those suggested below nre in- 
expensive and will help to lighten the 
work of denning: 

Bucket with wringer for mopping. 

A piece of Inch board 15 Inches 
square with rollers makes a eonveul- 
ent platform on which to set the mop 
bucket, and permits It to be moved 
easily without lifting. 

Wall mop made by tying a hag made 
of wool or cotton doth over an ordi- 
nary broom. 

A broom, with a hook screwed in the 
end of the handle by which it cun he 
hung up. 

A long-handled dustpan. 

Reveral brushes fur cleaning pur- 
poses. 

(iieesedoth, worn silk ond flannel- 
ette for dUHtera. 

Dusters may be made by dipping 
pieces of rheese<-loth in two quarts of 
warm water to which one-hulf cupful 
of kerosene has been added. These 
dotha should be kept away from the 
stove or lighted lamp, as they are In- 
flammable. 

' A blackboard eraser covered with 
flannelette for atove polishing. 

An oil floor mop to use on oiled 
or polished floors. Several makes can 
he found on tlie market, or one mny 
be made of old stockings or any dis- 
carded woolen or flannelette material. 
The material ia cut^ into one-inch 
strips and sewed across Ibe middle to 
a foundation of heavy doth. This is 
fastened to an old broom handle or 
used Id a clamp mop handle. Tbe mop 
Is dipped into a solution made of one- 
half cupful melted paraMn and one 
cupful kerosene, and allowed to dry. 
To keep II moist, it Is rolled tight and 
kept In a paper bag. away from stove 
or lamp. 

A carpet sweeper or a vacuum 
deoner should be used In tbe daily 
denning of the carpets and rags. A 
vacuum desner operated by band or 
electric power removes practically all 
ttaa dust and dirt from carpeu and 
mgs in a dutleos manner.

ready, men."

BOY SCOUTS AND RELIGION 

Scouting presents greater opportuni- 
ties for the development of the hoy re- 
ligiously than does any other move- 
ment Instituted solely for the hoys. Its 
aim to develop the hoy physleally, men- 
tally and morally is being reallz»*d very 
widely. 

The movement has been developed 
on sueh broad lines ns to embrace all 
classes, all creed.s, and at the same 
time to allow the greatest possible In- 
dependence to Individual organiza- 
tions, oflicers nnd boya. 

The Roy Scouts of America maintain 
that no boy can grow Into the best 
kind of citizenship without recogniz- 
ing his obligation to God. As an or- 
ganized body, therefore, it recognizes 
the religions element In the training of 
a boy, but it is absolutely nonsoctnrinn 
In Its attitude toward that religious 
training. If he be n Roman Catholic 
hoy scout, the church of which he Is u 
member Is the best channel for hla 
training. If he be a Hebrew boy, then 
the synagogue wlIJ train him in tlie 
faith of his fathers. If he be a Protes- 
tant, no matter to what denomination 
of Protestantism he may belong, the 
church of which he Is an adherent or 
a member should be the proper organi- 
zation to give him qn education In tile 
things tliat pertain to his allegiance to 
God. 

And again, the observance of the 
scout law, the tremendous collective 
volume of "dally good turns," nnd the 
creation of better feeling among mil- 
lions of scouts of our own nnd other 
lands constitute a Intent but powerful 
and rapidly growing factor for univer- 
sal iF>od will end peace. 

PERSHING'S COUSIN A SCOUT. 

Dr. James E. Pershing, a scout- 
roaster of Troop No. 1 of Oklahoma 
City, has been chosen to net ns scout 
executive there. Dr. Pershing Is a 
cousin of General Pershing of the 
United States army. 

Dr. Pershing has gone to National 
headquarters in New York with this 
letter from his local scout council : 

"Make possible to him every avenue 
of education that will be of help to 
him In better preparing him for the 
office, the duties af which he is to take 
up. He has had many years of prac- 
tical education, gained from actual ex- 
perience In the work with boys, nnd 
whnt he will probably need from your 
office most Is that help that will more 
particularly apply to the duties of a 
scout executive. 

"He Is coming to your city for this 
direct training at the instance of some 
of our most prominent business men 
and they will appreciate your efforts 
In his behalf. 'They have every con- 
fidence In him nnd feel that he has the 
making in him of the best scout execu- 
tive in our country." 

SCOUT LEADERS NOT EXEMPT. 

This question has come up several 
times. Recently the chief scout execu- 
tive received n telegram from the pres- 
ident of a local council, ns follows : 

"Scout executive called to the colors. 
In your opinion would he not be able 
to serve his country better ns scout 
executive than ns n private soldier? 
If so, please use your Influence to have 
him transferred to class B or C. There 
is no other man available that can cur- 
ry on the work at this time." 

Mr. James E. West replied ns fol- 
lows: 

“Sincerely regret Inability to do as 
you re(|uest. We have followed policy 
of not asking special conslderatioi^f 
any scout official, regardless of Ifcul 
conditions. Paramount need at thia 
moment Is men who can serve, and 
the danger of establishing precedents 
Is so great that It would prove embar- 
rassing to government for us to make 
a request for any special conaldera- 
tlon."

Interesting to Trace the “Staff of Life" 
in Its Course Throughout 
the Ages.

Napoleon Lojoie, now manager of

“You can count the men who have 
filled such a role and made good on 
the fingers of one hand," said Larry.

"But the man who sits on the bench 
day after day and only occasionally 
gets a chance to go to bat and try to 
hit in a regular game has not much of 
an opportunity to deliver. The odds 
are nil against him. Of course, you 
may say he gets his batting practice 
every day the same as the other bat- 
ters. True enough, but that does not 
count like hitting practice in real 
games. Few pitchers use much stuff 
in batting practice.
